Annual National Competition 
For High School Students 
Held This Fall at Chicago 


Member of a group of nationally 
known experts, Clyde A. Bowman, 
dean of the Stout division of industri- 
al arts, served on the judging team 
for wood and plastics, in the annual 
Scholastic Industrial Arts Awards, 
conducted by (Scholastic magazine. 

The Industrial Arts Awards pro- 
gram stimulates improved student 
work in industral arts and trade and 
industrial courses in both public and 
parochial schools. Each year students 
send their best class work to Chicago 
where it is judged by teams of ex- 
perts, and the winning pieces are ex- 
hibited in a national Fair held in the 
Chicago Museum of Science and In- 
dustry. It is the only competition of 
its kind in the United States. The 
event has been approved by the Na- 
tional Association of Secondary 
School Principals, and it is sponsored 
by such leading industria! concerns 
as the Aluminum Company of Amer- 
ican, Delta Manufacturing Division, 
Lafeyette- Concord, and American 
Technical Society. 

The Fair is taking place this year 
from August 21 through October 15. 
There is no entry fee or other charge 
to the student.

PASSES AWAY 
DURING SUMMER 


Head of Print Shop Known 
Nationally for Training 
Printing Instructors 
Loss of William R. Baker, head of 

the Stout Institute department of 

graphic arts and professor of indus- 
rial education, shocked and saddened 
both the college and the alumni when 
he died June 6, in Miller hospital, St. 

Paul, Minnesota, after a brief illness. 
The esteem in which Mr. Baker was 

held by college and community was 

evidenced by the throngs attending 
funeral services held June 9, at Cen-

tenary Methodist church, the Rever- 
end Ralph M. Reece officiating. Flor- 
al tributes from college organizations, 
technical associations of which Mr. 
Baker was a member, end friends 
banked the front of the church and 
furnished a background for Masonic 
graveside services in Evergreen cem-- 
etary. 

The man who for so long was the 
symbol of the Stout Institute print 
shop and to Stout graduates the 
world over was affectionately known 
as “Bill” was born in Rockford, Illi- 
nois, and was a graduate of De Kalb. 
Graduate of Stout 

Mr. Baker received his Bachelor of 
Science degree at The Stout. Institute 
in 1925. He did further technical 

study at Illinois State Normal univer- 
sity and the University of Southern 
California before obtaining his Mas- 
ter’s degree at the University of Min- 
nesota in 1936. 

Before. joining the Stout faculty in 
1933, Mr. Baker was manual training 
instructor in the high school of Fair- 
bury, Illinois, El Paso, Texas, and 
Rockford, Illinois. He was printing 
instructor in Sioux City, Iowa, and 
Waukegan, Illinois. 

He had been 2 member of the Meth- 
odist church for many years and at 
the time of his death was active in 
the congregation of the Menomonie 
Centenary Methodist church. Mr. Ba- 
ker was Past Worshipful Master of 
the Menomonie chapter for two years. 

Mr. Baker is survived by his wife, 
Mona, his mother, Mrs. Lena L. Ba- 
ker; two daughters, Virginia B. May, 
Tulsa, Oklahoma, and Nancy Ann, at 
home; and two grandchildren, Michal 
and Martha Jan May. 

Perhaps the greastest testimonials 
to Mr. Baker’s competence as teacher 
and technical expert may be seen in 
his development of the Stout graphic 
arts department and in the graphic 
arts positions of national importance 
which he held. He was widely known 
in vacational and educational circles, 
both state and national, especially for 
his leadership in the training of print- 
ing instructors. 

Leader in Alumni Groups 

But is was from his beloved Stout 
Institute Alumni association that 
“Bill” Baker obtained his greatest 
pleasure. He was organizer and leader 
of that association, and for many 
years its national secretary. He cheer- 
fully handled the heavy correspon- 
dence of that position, thus keeping 
in close touch with Stout alumni 
throughout the world. 

In whatever he undertook, William 
R. Baker was an expert. As a teacher, 
technician, chef, stamp _ collector, 
alumni secretary his enthusiasm was 
boundless, his touch sure.

Results will never be used in a nega- 
tive way, but rather to assist the stu- 
dents in personal adjustment and 
course selection. 

Students who take these examina- 
tions need to have no fear of the re- 
sults. All students taking the tests 


are already enrolled in the Stout In- In-' 


stitute and will remain here as long 
as they make good marks in their 
college courses, emphasized Dr. Oet- 
ting, head of the psychology depart- 
ment.

V. A. REMINDS VETERANS 
OF BENEFITS DATES 


There are a number of important 
deddline dates on G-I Bill benefits 
which World War II veterans should 
keep in mind, Veterana 4 4ministra- 
tion officials point out. Although 
none of these are in the immediate 
offing, they are listed for the veter- 
an’s information. 

Educatiion and Training 

G-I education and training benefits 
have two deadlines, one to enter train- 
ing and another to complete training. 
Education or training must be started 
within four years after discharge or 
by July 25, 1961, whichever is later. 

Asa general rule, education or 
training must be completed not later 
than July 25, 1956. The exceptions 
from the general rule are veterans 
who enlisted or reinlisted before Oc- 
tober 6, 1946. These men figure dead- 
lines on G-I Bill benefits from that 
date of their discharges ar? ay start 
and complete their training later than 
other veterans. 

G-I Loans 

Veterans may apply for guaranteed 
or ingurance G-I. Loans for the use of 
‘buying .or building homes, farms or 
business up until July 25, 1967. 

G-I Insarance 

Althoug the deadline for reinstat- 
ing lapsed G-1 Insurance under the 
easy reinstatement terms is passed 
(July 31, 1948) that does not mean 
that veterans with lapsed term .insur- 
ance cannot reingtate. ‘Lapsed Na- 
tional Service Life Insurance. term 
‘policies can be reinstated any time be- 


fore the expiration of the term. Tf 
they have lapsed more than three 
months a physical examination is re-, 


quired,

Enrollment of 962 students, largest 


Jin the history of The Stout Institute, 


was revealed in this week’s early re- 
gistration figures. made available by 
Miss Gertrude M. O’Brien, college re- 
gistrar. Of this total, 688 are men, 
829 are women. \ 

Late registrations may eventually 
bring the total enrollment to 5% over 
that of last year’s record 980. Veteran 
enrollment will be only slightly under 
the 458 figure for: last year, a de- 
crease caused by a high percentage 
of non-veteran freshmen. 

The freshmen class, especially in 
the enrollment of women, represents 
a substantial gain over last year’s be- 
ginning group. The fact that more 
freshmen women are enrolled than 
ever before in the history of the col- 
lege is attributed -by college author- 
ities to the strong demand for home 
economics graduates. 

According to the college adminis- 
tration, even a greater number of

This 
had to be the deciding factor between 
the two entries. 

Other very good suggestions for 
themes were as follows: “Blue Devils 
Convert Quakers” “Quakers De- 
cline in Forty-nine,” ‘“Let’s Rise and 
Shine in Forty-nine,” “Alumni’s Call 
Means Quakers Fall,” “Cook the 
Quakers Oats,” “Stout Men Will Win 
Again,” “Let’s Make the Quakers 
Feel Their Oats,” “Back the Line in 
Forty-nine,” and last of all, “Quake 
the Quakers.” 

Five hundred ninety-eight students 
were present to cast ballots for their 
choice of a homecoming theme. The 
activities of homecoming week will 
follow the idea of the theme as close- 
ly ‘as possible. All dormitories, fra- 
ternities, societies, and social organi- 
zations planning to enter a float can 
secure a form to fill out at the SSA 
office. These forms can be filled out 
not later than 12:00 noon, Friday, 
October 7. 

The floats which are entered in the 
parade will be judged on the follow- 
ing basis: most attractive, most hum- 
orous, and most in keeping with the 
theme, 

Individual classes are assigned to 
the following homecoming duties:

Thrilling Game Opens Season 
With A Bang; Passing Is 
Feature Of Game 


The air-minded Blue Devils of The 
Stout Institute punctured a leaky 
Mankato State Teachers college de- 
fense with a deluge of passes to pant 
out a breathless one-point, 28 to 27, 
victory in the opening football thril- 
ler of the season, Saturday night, at 
Nelson field. 


The passing of quarterback Gale 
Woelffer with Vaughn Stai and Dom 
Cataldi on the receiving end, along 
with the talented toe of Bob Young, 
led the Blue Devils to their first win. 


The final score, however, failed to 
indicate how decisive the Blue Devils 
outplayed the invaders. Stout’s foot- 
ball powerhouse completed 12 passes 
in 16 attempts for 226 yards com- 
pared to five completions in nine at- 
tempts by Mankato for a total of 156 
yards. The Stout footbail machine 
racked up 16 first downs to four for 
the losers. On the ground, Stout also 
held a wide margin, gaining 231 yards 
to 82 for the 1948 Minnesota champs. 
Coach Storti’s eleven was held back, 
however, on penalties. The Blue 
Devils were penalized nine times for 
55 yards, while Mankato miscued six 
times for 50 yards. 

Veterans Spark Game 

The ground game of the Blue Devils 
was sparked by veterans Janikowski, 
and Peterson, with freshmen Christen- 
son, Hobolich, Kieffer, Krall, and 
Walker racking up considerable gains. 

All four touchdowns brought out 
sharply the precise and powerful 
operation of the Stout line on at-

tack. Almost spectacular was the de- 
but of Sam Basile at left guard. How- 
ever, veterans Wentorf and Ooley 
shone, along with a number of fresh- 
men, A good example of their power 
and finesse was the way in which 
they formed a perfect pocket of pro- 
tection for Woelffer to pitch his 
passes, 

But before going to their one-point 
triumph, the Blue Devils found it 
necessary to pick themselves off the 
turf three times and overcome a Man- 
kato lead. 

First Score 

Mankato strategy enabled them to 
score mid-way through the first quar- 
ter when Neubert completed a pass 
to Haldy on the Stout 19 yard line 
and then uncorked another pass to 
Volk on the 14 yard line. Volk sprint- 
ted into the end zone. Mankato at- 
tempted to run the extra point, but 


the Blue Devils line proved too 
strong. 
The Blue Devils unharnessed a 


threat in the closing minutes of the 
quarter and drove from their own nine 
yard line to the Mankato 36 yard 
strip before bogging down. 

The second period was a wild scor- 
ing spree with Stout tallying first. 
Quarterback Woelffer whipped a 40- 
yard aerial that was grabbed by Dom 
Cataldi on the 18-yard line. Woelffer 
then pitched a pass to Vaughn Stai 
who went high in the air in the end 
zone to score the first Stout tally. 
Young converted and the Blue Devils 
led 7 to 6. 

The lead, however, lasted only mo- 
mentarily. Three minutes later, 
Thompson passed across the field to

Haldy who scored. This time Cuff 
split the uprights and Mankato forged 
ahead 13 to 7. 

Blue Devils Score 


The Blue Devils again pulled to- 
gether their forces with four minutes 
remaining in the first half. Woelffer 
passed to Stai on the 40; Christenson 
attempted to pass but found no re- 
ceiver and slashed over end to the 
48. Peterson smashed to the 37. Woelf- 
fer passed to Stai on the 28; Chris- 
tenson went around end to the 14, 
and then Woelffer passed to Chris- 
tenson in the end zone. Young made 
his second conversion and the Blue 
Devils moved into a 14 to 13 halftime 
lead. 


Coach Storti’s squad opened the 
third quarter by threatening to score 
on ground plays. Peterson, Krall, and 
Kieffer marched the ball from their 
own 26 yard line to the Mankato 41 
before penalties halted the drive. 

Mankato whipped up another score 
mid-way through the quarter when 
the Blue Devils fumbled on their own 
46-yard line and the invaders re- 
covered. On the following play, Law- 
sen hurled a 35-yard pass to Haldy 
on the 16 who lateraled to Swanson, 
who in turn sprinted into pay dirt. 
Cuff again converted and Mankato 
held a 20 to 14 lead.

During the pre- 
war years he covered the continent 
of Europe as a foreign correspondent 
for several newspapers, including the 
“Manchester Guardian,” and papers in 
France and Germany. 

An anti-Hitler German and veteran 
of the German underground, Mr. Hall 
escaped the Nazis in 1936 and came to 
America, where he became an Ameri- 
can citizen. In 1947 he returned to 
Europe, bringing back an eye-witness 
report on the effects on Europe of 
our current American foreign policy. 

His lecture on the topic ““Democrat- 
ic Goals for Europe” promises a 
scholarly and forceful appraisal of the 
confusing trends apparent on Eur- 
ope’s divided continent.

CAMERA MAN RETIRES 
FROM STOUT PICTURE 


Mr. George Mehl, who boasts of 
having taken the only known picture 
of a dog with sixteen legs, took the 
picture of the Stout student body for 
his last time this fall. After having 
taken the Stout all-school picture for 
twenty-seven straight years Mr. Mehl 
will turn the task over to his assist- 
ant, Mr. Art Kromer, and move to the 
West coast to enter another business. 

The colorful and active old gentle- 
man shuddered at the word “retire” 
as he looked back upon his years in 
the photography business. “Some stu- 
ents have bobbed up as many as four 
times on a single picture,” stated Mr. 
Mehl, “but the clincher was the time 
I was taking a group picture and a 
dog strolled into the foreground. He 
was standing still when the camera 
started to rotate, but as it reached 
his tail and hind legs, he started to 
walk in the same direction as the cam- 
era was swinging. Before the camera 
had completed its arc, the dog stopp- 
ed and I got his head on the picture. 
When the picture was developed, the 
dog was five times the length of a 
normal dog and had sixteen legs.”

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NSA HOLDS CONVENTION 
TO SWAP IDEAS 


Representatives from Three 

Hundred Colleges Meet 

To Discuss Ideas, Problems 

More than a million students swap- 

ideas for the improvement of 
their academic lives, at the Second 
Annual congress of the National Stu- 
dent association, held August 24 
through September 3, at the Univer- 
sity of Tllinois. 

Through their representatives from 
more than 300 colleges and univer- 
sities, students spent ten intensive 
days and nights trading ideas, learning 
about situations other students face, 
and beginning to understand each 


other. 
“Round Tables” 

Delegates met in small, informal fif- 
teen man “round tables” to talk about 
particular problems, as the discrim- 
jnation evident in college enrollments. 

They also convened in larger “com- 
missions” to attack phases of student 
interest, such as international prob- 
lems and foreign travel. 

On the University of [linois cam- 
pus, the move than 800 delegates and 
alternates examined the worth of all 
the thoughts they could assemble on 
bettering the educational system of 
the United States and making it more 
amply serve the needs of each indi- 
vidual student. 

The first step taken by the stu- 
dents was that of acquainting them- 
selves with the problem areas by hear- 
ing notable “resource” speakers. 
Speakers Help on Policy 

Along with facts from students who 
operated NSA _ projects last year, 
these speakers provided the back- 
ground for the formation of the NSA 
Policy for the coming year. 

Discussion and decisions on NSA 
policy centered on discrimination and 
Segregation, academic freedom, inter- 
national affairs, and Federal aid to 
education. 

On minority group bias, represen- 
tatives realized that “character and 
academic standing are the only two 
qualifications necessary for admis- 
Sion to educational institutions.” 

They called for legislation against 
Schools refusing admission to students 
because of race, religion, sex, national 
origin, political beliefs and economic 
Circumstances. They plan to work 
through legislative and legal action 
for the removal of laws which per- 
Petuate discriminatory clauses. 
Discrimination Elimination 

Taking a stand on the eventual 
elimination of discrimination which 
Was called “neither right nor left,” 
the NSA adopted the “Michigan 
Plan” used at the University of Mich- 
igan. It calls for banning of any new 
campus organization with discrimin- 
Bory clauses in its constitution or 
charter and for the education of pre- 
sent groups with discriminatory 
clauses. 

On federal aid to education, stu- 
dents were for Federal scholarships 
and fellowship grants, but they did 
not forget limitations they thought 
such aid should have. 

Aid should not be discriminatory, 
and “where segregation may exist in 
primary and secondary levels of ed- 
ucation in a state, they thought that 
scholarships in higher education 
should first be divided in proportion 
to racial groups within the popula- 
tion.” 


VERNON JOHNSON NEW 
CARETAKER OF FIELD 


Mr. Vernon Johnson is the new 
caretaker of Nelson field, succeeding 
Mr. Tylee who has been working at 
Stout since July 19, 1949. 

Mr. Johnson, who is married, has 
been a resident of Menomonie all his 
life. During the war he was in the 
armed forces; upon his return from 
service he obtained a job at the Lake- 
side Aluminum company. 

The new caretaker has done many 
things to Nelson field since he has 
become caretaker. He painted the old 
bleachers to look new and has been 
making a direction sign to guide the 
fans attending the games. He also 
roped the bleachers in several sections 
for the separation of various groups. 

He plans to seed the back field this 
fall to be used as a soccer court for 
the women and a practice field next 
spring for spring football workouts. 
Next spring he plans to seed the prac- 
tice field, next to the playing field. 

Mr. Johnson worked hard in pre- 
Paring for the football games by wat- 
ering the field and cutting the grass 
all summer. He limed the football 
field and also the practice field; the 
band can now march at the latter field 
instead of on the playing field. 


Definitions Listed 


They defined academic freedom as 
the right of a scholar to seek the 
truth, discuss his subject, and offer 
his conclusions through publication 
and classroom instruction. 

The NSA is considering the ex- 
change of articles to periodicals in 
other countries, international publi- 
cations clearing house, an internation- 
al art festival, an international study 
tour of India, a film exchange, broad- 
casts abroad, exchange of radio, stage 
scripts, and various other articles 
with international students. 

They wanted more orientation pro- 
grams, including vocational guidance, 
psychology tests, and human relations 
clinics to help students understand 
each other. 

Stout representatives at the NSA 
Congress were Warren E. Phillips 
and Warren Barberg, who are among 
the million students interested in the 
improvement of academic lives of 
students.

Students, faculty, and staff of The 

Stout Institute are being informed 

this week that the 1949 Menomonie 

chest drive will be conducted through- 
out the city from October 10 to Octo- 
ber 17. Budgets for the eight agencies 
participating in the solicitation give 

Menomonie a quota of $7266.90. 

Starts October 10 
Menomonie’s campaign was set 

for the week of October 10 with the 

kick-off the night of October 10 at a 

meeting of all of the workers at the 

courthouse at 8 p.m. Arrangements 
are being made to present them with 

a full picture of the campaign plans, 

a model sales talk and demonstration, 

and a discussion of the problems and 

questions they introduce. 

Only one change was made in the 
budget as recommended hy the budget 
committee, and that was the adoption 
of a motion by Will G. Ballentine, 
chairman of the committee, for a 109 
per cent increase in the request of 
the Menomonie Associated Charities 
on the grounds that there was a pos-

Institutions approved by the budget 
committee and the board of directors 
include the Sister Kenny Foundation 
at Minneapolis where the money will 
be used to supplement payments for 
treatment of the polio cases, provide 
training for more technicians in the 
treatment, provide facilities and ma- 
terials for the carrying on of, the 
treatment, and some research work in 
improvements of the methods of 
treatment. 

Scouts Benefit 
The Girl and Boy Scouts come in 

the budget for funds with which to 
carry on their work ‘n Menomonie. 
Much of, this goes voward the main- 
tenance of headquarters with the var- 
ious services for the troops, provi- 
sion and maintenance of camping fa- 
cilities, and the provision of trained 
direction of the programs as assis- 
tance to the volunteer workers who 
are carrying on the program at the 
district and troop levels. 

The Salvation Army and the Chil- 
dren Service society are two agencies 
being provided for in the budget 
chiefly because of the aid they are 
able to afford unwed mothers. The 
service society share, for instance, 1s 
based on the cost-of care of two such 
cases from Menomonie during the 
past year. 

The Associated charities is a home 
orgainzation headed by C. C. Jarvis 
which provides emergency care for 
children, chiefly, where there is no 
provision for such care through other 
agencies. One of their costs is for 
the supplies for the annual innocula- 
tion of the school children of the city 
against contagious diseases.

Martin H-ll Lectures Her 
For Seconc ne2 
In Two Years 
A “repeater” appeared on the Stout 

fonvocation stage Wednesday when 

Martin Hall spoke to students on the 

topic, “Democratic Goals for Burope.” 

Mr. C. L. Rich introduced the speaker 

Who had appeared here two years ago. 

Mr, Hall at that time spoke on “Be- 

hind the Iron Curtain-A Report on 

Poland and Czechoslovakia.” 

In his speech this week, Mr. Hall 
noted lecturer, author, and world 
traveler, discussed the future of Hur- 
ope. Comparing Russia and America 
fo the poles of a magnet, Mr. Hall 
completed the simile with the nations 
of Europe and other continents as 
iron filings grouped in the two mag- 
netic fields. “If European civilization 
foes to pieces we will lose some- 
thing too,’ warned the speaker. 
Therefore, he said, Americans should 
be interested in the potential political 
and economic future of Europe. 

Since the continent has left status 
quo, the system of free enterprise, it 
has not tied up with any specific 
type of enterprise-Europe is between 
Russia with socialism and the United 
States with democracy and free com- 
Detitive enterprise, stated Mr. Hall. 

The speaker suggested that Europe 
ecome an experimental laboratory to 
try the best parts of both Eastern 
and Western ideas of government and 
economy. Because the problem of liv- 
ing together is always present, Mr. 
Hall mentioned the sober necessity

Sure before taking action when deal- 


ing with one another. 

“Economic consideration super 
cede political considerations,” stated 
Mr. Hall. “We depend on each other— 
trade has to come first.” He pointed 
out various examples of trade be- 
ween nations going on at the present 
time because of economic necessity 
while the political situations between 
the countries was not of the best. 

During his speech, Mr. Hall com- 
plimented the United Nations on the 


“| fine work that it is doing, inconspicu- 


ously but thoroughly, in settling the 
the Palestine and Iranian problems 
and in encouraging East-West trade. 

Mr. Hall gave a final warning in 
his speech that the next war will 
bring to America what it brought to 
Europe—destruction and disorganiza- 
tion—if peaceful steps are not taken. 

The background of the speaker en- 
abled him to know whereof he spoke: 
A native of Germany, and an Amer- 
ican citizen by naturalization, twelve 
years of experience and travel as a 
journalist in Europe and the Soviet 
Union. 

Mr. Hall received his education at 
‘the universities of Marburg, Munich, 
and Berlin. During the pre-war years 
he covered the continent of Europe as 
a foreign correspondent for several 
newspapers, including the Manchester 
Guardian, and papers in France and 
Germany.

TRY 


Mr. C.L. Rich; associate professor 
of.science and mathematics, has just 
received one of the first copies of 
his algebra prognosis test, the publi- 
cation of which has just been compel- 
ed. This test is made out particularly 
for freshmen in high school, but it 
is also adaptable for freshmen in col- 
lege. 

The seven page test is divided into 
five parts, including problems in 
arithmetic, number _ relationships, 
number series, and algebraic formu- 
lae. Mr. Rich states that his test has 
a validity coefficient of .78 for both 
college and high school use, indicating 
a high correlation between the test 
scores and prediction of algebraic suc- 
cess. The reliability coefficient of .93 
indicates that the test is very accur- 
ate in its measurement. : 

Mr. Rich has done an immense 
amount of work in the development 
of this test, having spent over seven 
years working on it. Before this test 
was modified to its present form, 
numerous testing procedures were 
used, ~ 

In a test in high school physics 
published previous to this test, Mr. 
Rich discovered that for practicai 
purposes, 200 students chosen accord- 
ing to the laws of chance gave as 
valid results within the accuracy de- 
sired as 2000 students.

Tough River Falls Team 
Faces Blue Devils; Both 
Teams Evenly Matched 
Seeking their first conference win 

of the season, Stout’s Blue Devils 

will travel to River Falls Saturday 
night to meet a strong River Falls 

State Teachers’ college eleven. The 

game, the first road contest for Stout, 

will begin at 8:00 p.m. 

(Stout coach Storti stated that the 
Falcons are a tough team, having the 
same conference record as the Blue 
Devils. This statement does not give 
a clear idea of River Falls’ record, 
for their first two games of the sea- 
son were non-conference battles in 
which they were administered two 
lopsided defeats.

Both are outstanding 
offensive ends, said Storti. 

The black eye suffered by Harter 
Peterson last Saturday, and the sore 
knee received by Don Bredahl are the 
only injuries which will hamper the 
Blue Devils when they make a bid for 
their second victory tomorrow night.

Conversation over the air between 
a New Zealand amateur radio fan 
and Les Springmire of the Stout 
Radio club proved very interesting 
this summer. At one o’clock in the 
evening of July 28, Les Springmire 
contacted Gerhard Diedrichs at 
Evans Creek, New Zealand. Recept- 
tion that evening was exceptionally 
clear.

During the conversation, which \was 
in sunny and warm July for us, Mr. 
Diedrichs spoke of their looking for- 
ward to spring.

He formerly operated his radio with 
a diesel power unit, but finding parts 
hard to replace, he devised and built 
a power plant using water power and 
an age old invention — the water 
wheel. From his power plant he ob-

and his radio, which operates on 100 
watts. The Stout radio operates on 
between 400 and 500 watts. Mr. 
Diedrichs was interested in Stout and 
asked many questions concerning the 
school.

To ob- 
tain a license one must pass a test 
in theory and also be capable of 
sending and receiving thirteen code 
words per minute. The Federal Com- 
munications commission issues the li- 
censes, and when one receives a li- 
cense, he is also assigned a call num- 
ber. 

Stout’s call wenber is, W9CPB. Tho 
first letter is the state, Wisconsin 
letters being W and K. The number 
represents the section of the United 
States that the station is located in, 
and the last letters are identification 
letters assigned by the FCC.

STOUT RADIO CLUB HEARS 
FROM FAR AWAY PLACES 


Contacts Made By Radio Club 
And Forty-Three States 
Include Foreign Countries 


New Zealand, Mexico, Canada, 
Japan, Cuba, Costa Rica, Panama, 
Argentina are among the places with 
which Stout radio fans have made 
contact so far this year. They also 
made a contact with the United 
Nations amateur radio station at Lake 
Success. Up to now they have spoken 
to other stations in forty-three of the 
forty-eight states. The Stout amateur 
short wave station is located in the 
trades building. 

The transmitter was built with war 
surplus parts in 1946 by members of 
the Radio club. The station’s call is 
WOCPB. It operates with a power of 
400 watts, and works all the amateur 
bands, It is also affiliated with the 
Northern Wisconsin Emergency Net- 
work; The Badger Emergency Net- 
work, which includes many Wisconsin 
stations; and The National Amateur 
Emergency Network. 

These networks play a very impor- 
tant part in radio communications. 

During national and community emer. 
gencies, the amateur operator such as 
at Stout can be relied upon to take 
over in case of communication diffi- 
culties. These types of emergencies 
‘may happen at any time; the last nat- 
ional crisis was the result of snow 
storms in the western states.

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CONVERSION OF WIRING 
COMPLETED IN SUMMER 


Lynwood Hall and the Home 
Economics Building Changed 
To Alternating Current 


Conversion of the wiring of Lyn- 
wood hall and the Home Economics 
building from direct current to alter- 
nating current has been completed, 
and both buildings are now in a posi- 
tion to benefit from the increased ef- 
ficiency which the change-over makes 
possible. 

Both buildings are now served by a 
three-wire 120-240 volt A.C. service. 
The heavy motors, elevators, vent- 
ilating fans, and most cafeteria 
equipment, especially the main refri- 
geration units, are still remaining on 
direct current. 

Three transformers consisting of 
37.5 KVA single phase are located in 
the basement of the Home Economics 
building. The feeders to these trans- 
formers are taken from the new swit- 
chboard which was also installed in 
connection with the A.C. converson. 
The new switchboard carries 480 volt 
3 phase and is located in the engine 
room, which is the control center 
for the entire campus. 

The electric cable serving the new 
switchboard is 600,000 cm. each and 
is taken from the new transformer 
bank located at the rear of the indust- 
rial education building, a bank which 
was also installed by the Northern 
States Power company in connection 
with the electrical converson of The 
Stout Institute. The millroom in the 
Trades building is now serviced by 
480 volt-3-phase A.C. As the conver- 
sion progresses the entire Trades bu- 
ilding will be serviced by 480-120-240 
volt, which will make it possible to 
furnish 3 phase or single phase 
throughout the entire building. 

The blueprint stage of the change- 
over was set up under the direction 
of the State Power Plant Engineer, 
working through the State Chief En- 
gineer. H. O. Strozinsky, chief en- 
gineer at Stout, was in charge of the 
work of converting. 

Formerly the college manufactureu 
both its own steam for heat and its 
own direct current electricity. The 
converson will require the college buy 
electricity from the Northern States 
Power company, but the resultant 
benefits to the college are regarded 
as more than compensatory for the ex- 
pense and labor of conversion.

According to Mr. Strozinsky, in 
evaluating the change over, “The pro- 
vision of AC current in the several 
buildings is a definite benefit to the 
campus. It will certainly be easier to 
adapt new devices to this set-up.” 


Dean Alice J. Kirk, who worked 
closely with engineers carrying out 
the conversion, says of the change- 
over: “The need for AC current in 
home economics was one of the vital 
factors in our program of moderniza- 
tion, especially in clothing and textile 
work. Now we can’go ahead rapidly in 
improving these fields, and also pro- 
vide better lighting needed in close 
work.” 

And, in the estimation of Dean Kirk, 
the difficulty of purchasing or replac- 
ing certain direct current equipment 
in foods labs or small appliances has 
been increasing, and now has become 
virtually impossible. With the install- 
ation of the new kitchens and food 
laboratories, the conversion became 
imperative. 

Replacement of present equipment 
is necessary for the stoves and heat- 
ers of the art department, the irons 
in the clothing labortories, and the 
textile laboratories, where an AC mo- 
tor will be installed in the tensile 
strength tester. 

Other benefits outlined by Dr. Kirk 
include, “The opportunity for the col- 
lege to purchase modern steam irons 
in addition to pressing irons, to use 
any equipment placed on the market, 
and to eliminate the possible costly 
damage which could result if AC 
equipment were plugged into DC out- 
lets.”

ON PROJECTS 
FOR SCHOOL 


New Projects Fill Agenda 
At Business Meeting 
Of Trustees 


Action on creation of new depart- 
ments at the college, discussion of the 
campus street closing project, approv- 
al of scholarships, and routine bus- 
iness made up the agenda of a meet- 
ing of The Stout Institute Board of 
Trustees, October 3, in Kenosha. 


Upon the recommendation of Pres- 
ident Verne C. Fryklund, two new de- 
partments, those of drafting and 
speech, were created. Dr. J. E. Ray 
was made head of the Drafting de- 
partment, and Mr. Edward Palzer 
was named head of the Speech depart- 
ment. 


President Fryklund reported to the 
Board on the status of the project to 
close streets intersecting the Stout 
campus. Dr. Fryklund said that plans 
for the closing have already been ap- 
proved by the State Engineer and 
actual work will begin next spring. 

According to President Fryklund, 
the spring date was set because at 
least a month would be required to 
advertise for bidders on the project 
and to sign the contracts. A month’s 
delay now might necessitate work 
being done in freezing weather, a 
fact which might interfere with the 
effectiveness of the job. 

Board members heard a report from 
President Fryklund in which he listed 
the names of nineteen students who 
had applied for scholarships. The 
Trustees approved the recommenda- 
tions. ; 

Routine matters brought to the 
attention of the board included a 
discussion of enrollment, notice of 
faculty resignations, approval of new 
faculty appointments, a discussion of 
the new library soon to be errected on 
campus, and various matters relating 
to the finances of the college.

Included in the program at the 
Northwestern Wisconsin Teachers as- 
sociation convention, held October 13 
and 14 at Hau Claire, were three mem- 
bers of the Stout faculty: Dean Clyde 
A. Bowman, Mr. Ray Wigen, and Mr. 
C. L. Rich. 

Mr. Rich was asked to speak on the 
mathematics panel in addition to his 
duties as secretary of the panel. “Cur- 
rent Trends in Mathematics today” 
was the theme of the discussion which 
he lead. In asking Mr. Rich to speak, 
Mr. John Menard, chairman of the 
mathematics panel, stressed the fact 
that past performances of Mr. Rich 
indicated that he was the man for 
the job. Mr. Rich is known throughout 
the field because of his work in test 
development and his authorship of 
other material in the mathematics and 
physics fields. 

On Friday afternoon, a round table 
group discussed the place of Wiscon- 
sin Industrial Arts in the curriculum 
for the 1950’s.

tour in a final broadcast from Wash- 
ington, D.C., on Tuesday, October 19. 

Twenty-one national organizations 
were represented in the Town Hall 
group which visited thirteen world 
capitals this summer on a _ radio 
broadcasting tour. The title for the 
final broadcast from Washington was 
“How Can America Contribute to a 
Free World? - A Report to the 
people.” 

Besides Dr. Hottel, the speakers 
were Mr. Brooks Emeny, president 
of the Foreign Policy association; 
Mr. George Wilson, president of the 
American Farm Bureau federation; 
and Mr. Chester Williams, who was 
given leave from his post at the 
United Nations to organize and di- 
rect the seminars which were held in 
connection with the tour. Acting as 
moderator was Mr. George V. 
Denny, Jr., of Town Hall, who was 
moderator for all the broadcasts on 
the tour. 

Traveling by air, the Town Hall 
group spent an average of five days 
each in London, Paris, Berlin, Vienna, 
Rome, Ankara, Tel Aviv, Cario, Kar- 
achi, New Delhi, Manila, Tokyo, and 
Honolulu. In each of the cities, they 
held a regular session of “America’s 
Town Meeting of the Air,” with two 
prominent citizens of the country be: 
ing visitied and two Americans par- 
ticipating. 

In daily seminars, the leaders of the 
national organizations on tour engag- 
ed in daily round table discussions 
with groups of leaders in each country 
visited. Small conferences and indi- 
vidual interviews were also arranged 
with “opposite numbers” in each 
country. Dr. Hottel met leaders of 
university women’s organizations in 
all the countries visited.

This year I 
have close to eighty boys between the 
ages of twelve to twenty-two in my 
general shop. I’m teaching eight areas 
of work, and if you don’t think that 
is some task you should try it. I won- 
der if Mr. Bowman and Mr. Brown 
would recommend a general shop pro- 
gram for a non-English speaking 


‘group. I am fortunate in having an 


interpreter to help me put across new 
concepts. 

“Coupled with my shop work, I have 
thirty-eight Navajo boys in an ath- 
letic program three days a week, With 
serving on the usual committees, play- 
ing in the Carson City band, playing 
dance work, and hunting, I find that 
there is little time for much else.”

000 National Service Life Insurance 
dividend were reported today by the 
Veterans Administration as millions 
of veterans began applying for their 
special payments. 

The most common error, the VA 
said, is failure to include service ser- 
ial numbers required under item four 
. the LT Rigg es form. Here the 

orm provides three spaces ro ta 
repectively “Enlisted,” “Officer,” 
and “Other.” These labels refer to 
the class of serial number assigned 
during service. 

Many veterans, however, are’ put- 
ting their dates of enlistments in the 
first box and their grade or rank in 
one of the other two. The VA said 
that such information is not neces- 
sary for dividend purposes, but that 
the serial number is absolutely es- 
sential. 

Some veterans even are falling to 
sign their application, the VA said 
after a preliminary check of early re- 
ceipts. Unsigned applications will not 
be considered, the VA said. 

Application blanks for the $2,800,- 
000,000 National Life Insurance 
special dividend will be available in 
all post offices and veterans service 
organizations Monday, August 29; J. 
P. Cullon, Manager of the Milwaukee 
Regional Office of the Veterans Ad- 
ministration, said today. 

In addition, blanks will be avail- 
able at every Veterans Administra- 
tion office in the state, he added. k

This revised plan will not be re- 
troactive. Graduate students who have 
already started on the former plan 
which required two research papers 
will continue under that program. 
Those who matriculated in September, 
1949, and others who have not already 
started on Plan “B” may elect this 
new plan. 

According to Mr. Wigen, the revised 
Plan “B” makes available to the 
graduate student a more flexible pro- 
gram and one which will better meet 
the needs of experienced teachers.

Six new alumni, June, 1949, grad- 

uates of The Stout Institute, let down 

their hair during homecoming week- 
end to discuss their new ventures in- 
to the teaching profession. E. Bernice 

Johnson, William Crider, Marian 

Lemke, John Kaiser, Mary Lou Fri- 

berg, and Gerald Anderson gave their 

views of their own particular situa- 
tions. 

E. Bernice Johnson, Miss Cox’s 
former assistant, is now on her own, 
teaching home economics in the high 
school at Tony, Wisconsin. Miss John- 
son drove to the homecoming in her 
new automobile, which created a fav- 
orable impression on some under- 
graduates who are looking forward 
to graduating, getting a good job, and 
buying a new car. Miss Johnson, a 
George Deen teacher (federal aid to 
vocational teachers), stated that she 
is required to use lesson plans. She 
indicated that students not taking ed- 
ucation courses too seriously may be 
rudely awakened when they get out 
teaching. 

William Crider, Navy veteran and 
new alumnus, is teaching chemistry in 
Roundup, Montana. Unable to make 
the long trip to attend homecoming, 
Bill wrote a long letter explaining 
his teaching situation. Utilizing his 
science minor in teaching chemistry 
in the Roundup high school, he ad- 
vised other students to choose their 
minors wisely and keep good notes 
in these subjects.

A 
George Deen act teacher, Marian 
is instructing in a 180- pupil high 
school which is combined with a 
elementary and junior high school. 
Miss Lemke has nothing but praise 
for her job and the town of Weyer- 
hauser. A small town, however, lacks 
some of the facilities of a larger com- 
munity, which may explain Marian’s 
frequent returns to Menomonie and 
the Stout Campus on weekends. 

John Kaiser, youngest - appearing 
graduate of the school, is working in 
the trade in a news and job plant 
in Arcadia, Wisconsin. Johnny, STS 
vice president of last year, is now a 
printer-operator and linotype repair- 
man. He stated that he plans to qual- 
ify for Smith-Hughes classification 
and may enter the teaching profes- 
sion at that time. The plant he works 
for prints several weekly newspapers 
and does a large job printing business, 
according to Mr. Kaiser. 

Mary Lou Friberg, one of our new- 
est alumni, is holding forth on home 
economics in the Weyauwega, Wis- 
consin, high school. A George Deen 
teacher, Miss Friberg stated that she 
found teaching much more fun and 
easier than being a student.

Gerald C. Anderson is teaching at 
the New Alborne, Minnesota, county 
rural high school. Utilizing his minor 
in social science, he is teaching that 
subject in the high school. Andy 
stated that notes taken in Dr. Agnew’s 
and Dean Price’s classes have been 
of great value in his teaching. He 
said that their inclusion in the class 
lectures, along with the material from 
his text and current event papers, had 
enriched the course and had also given 
the students the impression that he 
was very well read in those fields. 
Encouraging undergraduates to take 
their minors seriously, he empha- 
sized that a minor might ve very val- 
uable to them in securing a teaching 
position.

All the new alumni agreed 
that the education courses are much 
more valuable to them now than they 
had thought they would be while they

5. Provision must be made for the 
progress of the better students, as 
well as for the progress of the 
other students. 

The panel discussion was included 
in the sectional meeting of mathe- 
matics teachers at the Eau Claire 
Teachers convention, Friday, October 
14, Mr. Rich was elected chairman for 
the meeting next year.

NEW LIBRARY 
SYSTEM IS 
INAUGURATED 


“Mod'fied Open Stock 
System” Permits 
Browsing in Stacks 


The library has inaugurated a new 
system this year in regard to the li- 
brary stacks, which is termed the 
“modified open stack system.” Under 
the new policy, students are permit- 
ted to browse through the stacks, 
but a check is kept on them as they 
enter and leave. Previously students 
were permitted to walk through with 
no check made upon them. 

The chief factor for the abolition 
of the previous system is that of 
loss of books. At the inventory taken 
following summer session, it was 
found that many books had been 
“lost” during the past year. It was 
discovered also that these books were 
not the old unpopular volumes, but 
in reality were the popular and new- 
er ones, which are always in demand. 

Another item which has led to the 
change-over is the lack of space in 
the present room. The enrollment at 
The Stout Institute has increased 
tremendously in the years following 
the war. This has made it necessary 
to increase the number of volumes 
which must be kept on hand. Because 
of the above fact, it has been im- 
portant to place some books in in- 
accessible shelves. 

This new policy will make it pos- 
sible for students to continue brows- 
ing through the stacks while the 
librarians will be able to keep a more 
strict account of the books With a 
little cooperation on the part of the 
students, there is every reason to be- 
lieve that the new system will work 
to the full advantage of everyone 
involved.

Good maple or hickory is the best 
material for skis, maple being t h e 
lighter of the two woods. 

A’ fairly flexable ski is desirable 
The bindings should be tight enough 
to hold the ski boot firmly. Loose fit- 
ting boots and bindings take away 
from good control of the skis. ; 

Topics given at the meetings are 
directed mairily at those who are new 
to the sport of skiing. President Jack 
Homberg invites anyone interested in 
skiing to’come to the meetings and 
take advantage of the fun and in- 
formation offered by the ski club.

feeds more than 275,000 customers: 


every month, employs more than 250 
persons, and will gross more than 
$1,500,000 this year. 

Even Horatio Alger might be en- 
vious of this Arizona success story. 
But to Gene Doyle it’s all the result 
of statistics, plus a practical applica- 
tion of the Mother Goose rhyme, 
“Some like it hot, Some like it cold...” 

“The normal approach to opening 
a restaurant,” Doyle explains, “is to 


determine, first, what do we want to 


serve; second, how much will it cost 
us; and third, how much can we af- 
ford to charge for it? We merely re- 
versed this approach,” he continues, 
“and asked first, how much can 
people afford to spend; second, what 
is the best we can serve in that price 
range; and third, what is the best 
way of serving this food?” 

Now only 34 years old, Gene Dovle 
was born October 15, 1915, in Me- 
nomonie, where he spent his child- 
hood and learned the meaning of self- 
reliance as one of the youngest of a 
family of ten children, After gradu- 
ating from Menomonie high school, 
he attended Stout. Active in campus 
sports, Doyle played end for his col- 
lege football team and spent his sum- 
mers in baseball uniform for the 
Northern Wisconsin Semi-Pro league. 

In August of 1986 Doyle married 
Madeline Scott of Knapp, who also 
attended Stout. Shortly thereafter he 
accepted a position as printing in- 
structor at Phoenix Union high school, 
During his teaching tenure, Doyle 
spent two summers at Sanford un’- 
versity studying for a master’s d>- 
gree in education and psychology. In 
1939, while still continuing his teach- 
ing position, Doyle helped organize 
the Doyle-Maddux print shop wh’ch

In 1942, his interest in statistics 
led him to read an article which 
showed. that chances of bus ness sue 
cess could best be found in the field 
of processed foods.

taurant in a suitable location, Doyle 
obtained the Bacon Grille in Febru- 
ary, 1948, Doyle’s operating theory 
proved so successful he has been able 
to add additional restaurants. Mr. 
Doyle’s current expansion plans in- 
clude 20 new Bean Pot dispensing 
units which will be operated from a 
central kitchen. 


Grateful to the town that has help- 


ed him become successful, Doyle has 
embarked on a constantly increasing 
program of personal service to the 
community. Named by Governor Dan 
Garvey to the Arizona State Hospital 
board in June of 1948, his champion- 


ship. of vigorous hospital reforms 


eventually led to Doyle’s appointment 
as chairman of the board. In addition 
he played an active part in the 1949 
March of Dimes and Cancer Fund 
drives. His half-hour “Luncheon in 
Phoenix” radio program, which’ is 
broadcast daily over Station KOY, has 
been made available to all civic groups 
for public service use. 

This past summer Gene Doyle or- 
ganized @ Phoenix Senator “knot hole” 
club which provided free admittance 
to Phoenix Senator home baseball 
games for 800 desérving youngsters. 
He also provided free lunches for 
nearly 500 graduates of city grade 
school good manners class. 

Doyle is a member of the Arizona 
Club and is house committee chair- 
man of the Phoenix Country. Club, He 
and his wife and their four children, 
Virgie Lee,‘ twelve; Michael, nine; 
Patty, five; and Sharon, three, reside 
at 3016 North Seventh street in

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READING SUGGESTIONS ON CURRENT BOOKS |NUTRITION CLASS 


(Editor’s Note—A new feature is 
being added to the Stoutonia this 
week. We hope that the suggestions 
will be of value to you in maki 
better use of the college library an 
ite facilities.) 

Men interested in metal work should 
be interested in the book by Robert 
E. Smith, Ph, D., Ohio university, en- 
titled, Matching of Metal. This book, 
written in a conversational language, 
is well-organized, easy to understand, 
and, best of all, packed full of many 
good, clear illustrations. 

Another interesting book for both 
men and women, and especially those 
who are interested in spending their 
money wisely, is Mary M. Crawford's, 
Student Folkways and Spending at 
Indiana University. Mrs. Crawford 
who is an assistant professor of home 
economics at the University of, Indi- 
ana, made. this study in 1940-1941, 
and has organized her findings into 
the main categories of housing, food, 
clothing, personal care and laundry; 
recreation and refreshments, vniver- 
sity fees, and transportation. From 
her findings she concludes that stu- 
dent spending is extremely denendent 
upon college customs and folkways 
and that, with very few. exceptions, 
these traditions increase rather than 
decrease costs. 

The Woman’s Home Companion 
for November of this year features 
an article by Howard Whitman, “Is 
Prejudice Poisoning Our Kids?” This 
article is based. on an investigation 
in Philadelphia called the Philadelphia 
Early Childhood Project. It points out 
that most of us believe that children 
are unprejudiced, but, according to 
the findings of this investigation, only 
seven per cent of our children can 
rightly be classified so. In fact, many 
children “are saturated with preju- 
dice,” and many more are tainted. In 
this day, when so much is said about 
prejudice but so little is being done, 
we need to be made to realize the 
necessity of action, constructive ac- 
tion, and this article will certainly 
shock even the most smug of us into 
reality. —

But that is just what happened to the 
meal management classes at the Stout 
Institute. 

The unit kitchens—three on either 
side—each open onto a. large central 
area for serving, as the plan of the 
new laboratory was designed primar- 
ily for the planning, preparing and 
serving of meals. This laboratory is 
also used to teach courses in equip- 
ment and laboratory planning. 

These six unit kitchens are equipped 
with the latest in metal cabinets, 
ranges, and refrigerators — both gas 
and electric. The equipment also in- 
cludes laundry units, dishwashing ma- 
chines, and disposal units, 

Students will have the experience 
of working in areas that represent 
pullman, L-shape, and U-shape ar- 
rangement of equipment. Cupboard 
and cabinet units illustrate the latest 
in shelf arangement, lighting, stor- 
age, and working surfaces. 

Miss Edith G. Grundmeir, instuctor 
in charge of the meal management 
classes, describes the value of the 
project by saying, “The meal manage- 
ment laboratory will give added in- 
terest and efficiency to the courses 
that are based on conservation of 
time, energy, and money in the prep- 
aration of meals.”

Dr. Roy, Hindu Philosopher, 

Speaks To Students 

On Progress Of India 

Addressing the Stout student as- 
sembly on Wednesday, November 9, 
Dr. S. C. Roy, blind Hindu philoso- 
pher, in his lecture entitled “India 
on the Threshold of Democracy,” pre- 
sented an enlightening account of 
India’s progress since she obtained 
her independence in 1947. 


Almost making the audience forget 
his handicap, Dr. Roy spoke some- 
times extemporaneously and some- 
times with the aid of notes. In the 
latter he would run his hands over 
his manuscript, extracting meanings 
with a trained sense of touch. 


He emphasized India’s wonderful 
progress in the last two years in 
which she has created understanding 
between all peoples of India, estab- 
lished herself as a state, adopted a 
democractic constitution, introduced a 
system of nation-wide currency, uti- 
lized natural resources, and taken 
steps to improve health and educa- 
tion, 


Dr. Roy further stated that ‘‘demo- 
cratic ideas are always a pursuit for 
us human beings. Though we can 
never become completely democratic, 
history has shown that we can lose 
democracy entirely.” 


“In order to improve democracy, 
we must think more in terms of moral 
and spiritual growth rather than ma- 
terial and technical advance.”

A second program of recorded mu- 
sic will be presented in the Harvey 
Memorial, Thursday, November 17, at 
4:00 p.m. Music from three centuries 
will be performed: works of Mozart 

‘and Haydn will represent § the 
eighteenth century; a work of 
Tschaikowsky, the nineteenth; and a 
work of Georges Enesco, the twen- 
tieth. 

The music of Mozart and Haydn 
interpret the principles of eighteenth 
century life which occasion our call- 
ing this period the “classic age.” In 
this music are to be found proportion, 
rhythm, balance, decorum, and ele- 
gance—characteristics associated with 
the age of the powdered wig and 
courtly splendor. 

In the music of the nineteenth cen- 
tury Russian composer Tschaikowsky, 
the classic emphasis has been replaced 
by the romantic. No longer is the com- 
poser interested merely in creating a 
beautiful, well-planned composition. 
Instead, he is interested in interpret- 
ing feelings and emotions. That the 
music of Tschaikowsky abounds in 
emotional and melodic passages is 
well proved by the number of times 
he has made the Hit Parade. “Our 
Love,” “Moon Glow,” “Tonight We 
Love” are but. a few of the popular 
numbers based on his music. There 
is some truth in the saying that 
“Everybody. makes money - from 
Tschaikowsky’s music but Tschaikow- 
sky.” ; 

Georges Enesco makes little at- 
tempt to run emotion into the ground 
as did many nineteenth century ro- 
manticists. Instead he has chosen to 

—ereate- meaning out-of the legends and 
folk music of his native Roumania. 

The complete program follows: 

Mozart—“Overture” to the “Mar-. 
riage of Figaro” 

Haydn—“Symphony No. 93, in D 
Major” 

Tschaikowsky—“Romeo and Juliet 
Overture” 

Enesco—“Roumanian Rhapsody No. 
1.” 

These programs are sponsored by 
the Lyceum committee and are open 
to all students and faculty members.

Physics Il1I members, students of 
strength of materials, journeyed to 
the Forest Products laboratory -at 
Madison, Monday, October 17, to ob- 
serve the lab’s methods of testing 
wood and wood products. 

Leaving Menomonie early in. the 
morning in private cars, the students 
arrived in Madison at approximately 
12:30 p.m, At 1:00 p.m., accompanied 
by Mr. Matthew Reneson, instructor 
of physics, who handled the trip, they 
entered the laboratory. Here they 
were permitted to observe a few of 
the more than 1,200,000 tests which 
have been made on wood and its de- 
rivatives since establishment of the 
research institution in 1910, 

Tests with which the students be- 
came familiar were the strength of 
different types of airplane coverings, 
such as masonite, plywood, and alum- 
inum; different types of wood pre- 
servatives; methods of using wood 
wastes, shavings and sawdust; and 
substitutes of wood for paper mak- 
ing.

College Health Department 

Students, have you that down-and- 
out sick feeling these days? If so, 
don’t hesitate to see Mrs. Gertrude 
Plonsky at once. The school nurse’s 
office and infirmary are for you. 

Mrs. Plonsky, the registered schcoi 
nurse for The Stout Institute, has 
her office on the secund floor of the 
Home Economics building. She is a 
very pleasant person who is willing 
to help any and all students when 
they are ill. 

For the more serious cases of sick- 
ness, the school provides a college in- 
firmary. All students pay a health 
fee at the beginning of the semester 
when they register. This allows them 
to stay in the infirmary the first three 
days without any charge; after that 
the cost is $1.50 per day for meals. 
However, the girls who live in Tainter 
hall and Tainter annex do not have to 
pay the $1.50. Their meals have pre- 
viously been paid for in the dormitory 
dining hall. 

The infirmary is in a large white 
house on the corner of Fifth street 
and Ninth avenue. The address is 908 
Fifth street. It is located right back 
of the home management house. Mrs. 
Plonsky’s residence is at the infir- 
mary. She can usually be found there 
if she isn’t in her office at school. 

There are facilities for seven to 
nine patients in the infirmary at one 
time. If necessary, more cots can be 
added. The rooms are double with at- 
tractive wallpaper and window treat- 
ment. The equipment is excel’ent. 

When necessary, the nurse refers 
students to Dr. John O’Neill, the col- 
lege physician. Dr. O’Neill’s school of 
fice hours are 10:00 to 12:00 a.m. on 


Tuesdays and Thursdays ‘in the 
nurse’s office. 
Remember, students, the school 


nurse’s office and infirmary are for 
you—if you don’t feel up to par, take 
advantage of these facilities. 


FORTY HOMES 
IN FUTURE 
FOR CITY 


Menomonie will gain forty new, 
permanent homes if the application of 
the Menomonie Housing authority for 
federal aid is approved. The houses 
would be constructed under the Fed- 
eral Housing act. 

Veterans will be given preference, 
but only families with incomes of 
approximately $1800 per year or less 
will be eligible to rent the homes. 
Stout students meeting the require- 
ments will be eligible to become ten- 
ants of some of these homes. The pro- 
gram will be subsidized by the Fed- 
eral PHA to the extent of the differ- 
ence in rent charged and the total cost 
of operating, including amortization 
of the entire debt. 

Mr. C.L. Rich, chairman of the local 
housing authority, explained that the 
homes will be five room buildings and 
will cost approximately $8500 to con- 
struct. According to chairman Rich, a 
determined effort will be made to 
build good, sound structures in loca- 
tions where such buildings will make 
real homes. It is planned to build on 
individual lots rather than to build in 
groups, as was the case of the pre- 
, tab’s. The housing authority is makin > 
“as” rvey of available building lots in 
the city at the present time. 

The buildings will be rented only 
and can not be sold until the entire 
debt has been paid. They are intend 
ed to replace temporary housing with 
permanent homes, 

Recently the Menomonie Housing 
authority avplied for transfer of tit'e 
from the PHA to the Menomon’e 
Housing authority, of the fifty fed- 
eral units (pre-fab’s) under the local 
authorities’ control, This transfer o° 
titles is expected to be completed in 
November.

C. H. Parmer Was Army 


Vistoaudometrist 

“T’ve only been here ten weeks, but 
I haven’t met a single person in Wis- 
consin that I haven’t liked.

Graduate students of Dr. Stuart 
Anderson’s survey procedures class 
made a field trip last Friday to Chip- 
pewa Falls and Eau Claire. 


Members of the class on the field 
trip included John Krock, Roger 
Windberg, Wallace Hammerberg, 
Margon Berg, Robert Mays, Robert 
Lynch, Ray Doane, and John Reilly. 

At Chippewa Falls they visited the 
Northern Wisconsin Colony and 
Training school. Mr. Ira Peterson 
supervisor of employees, conducted 
the class through the institution and 
explained the operations and functions 
of the dormitories, hospital, and school 
in relationship to the life of the pa- 
tients. 


The colony has 300 employees, who 
take care of 870 boys and over 600 
girls. Most of the patients are young 
people with a range of ages from a 
few days to twenty years. They are 
classified into feeble-minded gro™ps 
of idiots, imbeciles, and morons. 
Special reference was made to un- 
usual cases of pin-heads, water- 
heads, and Mongoloids, with informa- 
tion given in regard to their care 
and treatment. 

It was emphasied that the colony 
is dealing with a sociological pro- 
blem of great importance, and that 
the general public should be educated 
to the services which the colony pro- 
vides for its patients and to its need 
for financial support. 

In the afternoon, the group made a 
tour of the Regional U.S. Employment

Stout’s Victory Places The 
Institute In Second Place; 
Oshkosh Offense Lacking 
Striking early in the first and third 

periods at Oshkosh last Saturday, the 

Stout Blue Devils took over second 

place in the conference standings by 

whipping the Titans by a 14-0 score. 

The home team had trouble penetrat- 

ing the Blue Devils forward wall all 

afternoon, and did not threaten to 
score at all. 

The Blue Devils started like a house 
afire after the opening kick-off and 
had a touchdown in a matter of min- 
utes. Stout rolled along on the ground, 
after the first exchange of punts, un- 
til they reached the Titan 31 yard 
line. Gale Woelffer then unleashed a 
pass to Dom Cataldi from this spot, 
good for a touchdown and a 6 point 
lead. Bob Young added the kick from 
placement to make it 7-0. 

It looked like a walk-away from 
this point, but the Devils couldn’t 
seem to strike pay dirt in the re- 
mainder of the first half.

The subject of field trips does 
not necessarily limit itself to in- 
dustrial education alone; it plays 
an important role in the field of 
home economics and in many 
fields of production.

ELEVATOR OPERATED |, 


BY BUSY “BILL” 


Elevator service for the students 
and faculty in the Home Economics 
building has been rendered by Bill 
Neubauer for the past eighteen years. 
Menomonie claims Bill as a native 
son and he has been employed at 
Stout since 1931. A more pleasant 
companion on an elevator ride could 
not be found, for Bill’s hearty time- 
of-the-day greeting and cheery con- 
versation are looked forward to by 
the daily riders. 
The service rendered by the eleva- 
tor in the Home Economics building 
calculated in mathematical figures is 
quite interesting. Bill can rattle sta- 
tistics off like a math teacher. He 
makes about 600 trips a day, with an 
average of six passengers per trip. 
That makes 3,600 riders in a day, 
18,000 in a week, and 75,600 in a 
school year. In eighteen years, Bill 
has given lifts to 1,360,800 indivi- 
duals. 
In territory, Bill has covered quite 
a few miles. There are eighty feet to 
a trip. He covers ten miles a day, 
fifty miles a week, and 2100 miles a 
year. In eighteen years Bill has 
covered a distance of 37,800 miles 
with the elevator. 
An elevator is quite. a time saver, 
and Bill has the figures on the tip of 
his tongue to prove that point. It 
takes the average person 30 seconds 
to climb the four flights of stairs. By 
taking the elevator, the 3600 daily 
riders save 1800 minutes, or 30 hours 
a day. In a school week, they save 
150 hours, and in a school year, 6300 
hours. 
So, the next time you see Bill run- 
ning the elevator, don’t think his work 
is confining or all in one spot. Last 
ear he and his familiar elevator 
eovered-37,800 miles. Did you travel 
that far? .

ager of the Mabel Tainter Memorial 
theatre. The students toured the old 
theatre to view first-hand a perfectly 
preserved example of a theatre of 
sixty years ago. 


Mr. Schoknecht explained that the 
theatre was built in 1889, when Me- 
nomonie was the booming lumber 
capital of the world. The Memorial 
theatre was then the finest theatre 
in the northwest, featuring such fam- 
ous stage personalities as George Ar- 
liss, said Mr. Schoknecht. 


Stating that the theatre had sets 
for every type of scene from kitchen 
set to king’s castle, Mr. Schoknecht 
showed that the scenery was algo as 
old as the theatre and had not even 
been repainted since it was construc- 
ted. 

In a complete tour of the theatre, 
the class discovered many unique fea- 
tures of the old theatre. The electri- 
cians in the group were interested in 
the open knife switches back stage. 
Some of the switches were handling 
220 volts! Woodwork majors admired 
the intricate scroll work in the audi- 
torium.

Schoknecht explained that it was used 
to haul the large theatrical trunks up 
the stairs when visiting stock com- 
panies played at the theatre.

Platteville Teachers college, and Nel- 
son A, Hauer, State university, Baton 
Rouge, Louisiana. 

Members of this panel presented 
varied aspects of the problem of 
training teachers for the field of in- 
dustrial education. Included in the 
discussion were presentations on cri- 
teria for evaluating industrial educa- 
tion in a school system, methods by 
which teacher training in industrial 
education could be improved, and 
present practices for evaluating stu- 
dent teachers in the field of indus- 
trial education. 

Responsibilities Is Second Topic 

To discuss “Broadening Responsi- 
bilities of Industrial Teacher Train- 
ing Departments,” the following panel 
appeared: Homer J. Smith, Univer- 
sity of Minnesota, chairman; Asbury 
Smith, Central State College of Okla- 
homa; and Milo Oakland, DeKalb 
State Teachers college. 

This topic was based upon a re- 
port showing the services of indus- 
trial arts to such other major fields 
as physical education, business edu- 
cation, agriculture, home economics, 
and numerous other areas. Also in- 
cluded was a program setting forth 
requirements for pre-professional and 
terminal education. 

Another highlight of the conference

was the panel presentation, “The 
Graduate Program on the Master's 
Level.” Participants included Victor 
Randel, Huntsville State Teachers 
college, chairman; Charles R. Kinson, 
Ohio university; and J. A. Fuzak, 
Michigan State college. 

Members of this panel offered cri- | 
teria for evaluating applicants seek- | 
ing admission to graduate schools. ! 
The evidence submitted was based on | 
a study of factors considered by 88 
colleges admitting students to grad- 
uate work and on a break-down of 
specific qualities sought in such stu- 
dents. 


Master’s Work 


Also part of the discussion of grad- 
uate work was a survey on the pre 
valence of colleges and wniversit es 
requiring a thesis for the Master’s de- 
gree and a study of the requirements, 
courses, and problems relevant to the 
Master’s degree. A discussion follow- 
ed on the similarities and dissimilari- 
ties shown by the evidence presente’ 


Chosen as a topic especially rele- 
vant to modern trends in education 
was “Air Age Education and Indus- 
trial Arts.” Participating in this pan-

Included in the report by panel 
members was a definition of the pro- 
blem solving method as it relates to 
industrial education, and the impor- 
tance of such a method.

Application For New 
Veterans’ Homes Also 
Approved 
The Menomonie housing authority 


has received word from the Federal 
PHA that it may apply for the 50 


‘federal units under its control. This 


the local housing agency has already 
done, so perhaps sometime in Novem- 
ber titles of these units will pass 
from the federal agency to the lo- 
cal authority. 

Students here at Stout will be 
much interested to hear this, as 
veterans and their families are liv- 
ing in 28 of these units. The students 
may recall that 90 of these units un-

College graduates with major work 
in foods and nutrition and two years of 
recent experience are eligible for po- 
sitions as nutritionist, grade 2. The 
experience needed must have been 
gained within the last ten years and 
must be in any one or a combination 
of the following types of work: 

1. Nutritionist. 

2. Home economist in a social wel- 
fare agency or in an agricultural ex-

These 
criteria against which faculty film 
purchase requests will be checked are 
that: 

1. The film will not become out of 

date or obsolete within a period of 
seven years. 
2. The film shall be technically cor- 
rect insofar as the processes or oper- 
ations which it depicts, and it shall 
be technically good insofar as the 
the photography, sound reproduction, 
and continuity are concerned. 


3.-The-_film shall be shown as a part |- 


of class work at least three times dur 
ing a calendar year. 

4. The film shall be used as a speci- 
fic part of course instruction. 

5. In order to warrant purchase, 
the cost of rental over a period of 
seven years shall exceed the cost of 
purchase of the film. 

6. In extreme cases wherein the film 
is unavailable by rental or borrowing, 
the committee will consider purchase, 
although ‘the request does not meet 
some of the above criteria. _ 

Before any film order is completed, 
the Audio-visual committee, with the 
faculty person requesting the pur- 
chase of a specific film, will preview 
the film together in order that any 
which might arise may be 


satisfactory: 

The films purchased by the com- 
mittee will be stored in a special sec- 
tion of the library, and may be 
withdrawn by instructors in the same 
manner as a book. 

Farther plans of the committee in- 
clude the organization of a film selec- 
tion, ordering and scheduling service, 
and later provision of projectioniat 
service and a program for college 
production of visual aids.

personal interest in the quality of the 
person he may hire. Mr. Ballentine 
reminded the group also that the stu- 
dent must always be kept in mind 
when: teaching because it is for the 
student that the educational system 
“ap created. fee 

Mr. Ballentine went on to point out 
nine important things the superinten- 
dent hopes for or expects ina new 
teacher, These points follow, but not 
necessarily in order of importance. 

1. He' should be competent in the 
area to be taught.

The city of Menomonie needed ad- 
ditional school building facilities as 
well as an enlarged hospital, the 
article shows. However, the city had 
nearly reached its bonded debt limit 
and was not in a position to initiate 
the hospital project. Dr. Anderson’s 
article reveals a possible solution 
offered by a-tocal-civic organization 
which: proposed that the city and 
county cooperate on the hospital. 


Becquse there as no precedent for 
the cooperation of city and county 
government iri such a proect, it was 
necessary to get a state law passed 
granting this permission. Dr. Ander- 
son took an active part in initiating 
this joint enterprise.

sophy and Objectives of Industrial 
Arts in the Wisconsin Schools,” is 
now being distributed to all sopho- 
more, junior, senior, and graduate 
students in the regular industrial 
education teacher training curriculum, 
according to a memorandum from 
Clyde A. Bowman, dean of division 
of Industrial Education. 

The bulletin was produced by the 
Industrial Arts committee of the Wis- 
consin Educational Planning program, 
under the direction of co-chairmen 
Dean Bowman and R. A. Wigen, di- 
rector of graduate studies. 

According to the Wisconsin Indus- 
trial Arts Curriculum committee, the 
purpose of the bulletin is, “to define 
the philosophies and objectives of in- 
dustrial arts for possible adoption by 
the State of Wisconsin.” It is also 
planned, the bulletin states, to use 
the bulletin as a basis for the pre- 
paration of resource units. The grad- 
uate program of The Stout Institute 
will assist in organizing these re- 
source units. 

Stout faculty assisting in the pre- 
paration of the bulletin were Dean 
Bowman, R. A. Wigen, Stuart A. 
Anderson, and A. G, Brown. Gradu- 
ate students working on preparation 
of the material for the bulletin were

The bulletin was issued through the 
office of the State Superintendent of 
Schools,. and requests for copies of 
the bulletin by teachers in the field 
should be made to that office.

At a recent lecture Mr. C. Harrison 
Parmer, of the Stout social science 
department, discussed courtship and 
marriage. Many students attended iand 
benefitted from the lecture as a 
whole. 

Mr. Parmer discussed ten major 
problems in marital relations which 
tell why marriages tend to succeed 
or fail. The first problem discussed 
was marriage in haste. It was rela- 
tively negative because it tends to 
produce marital instability. Another 
problem was the cooperative attitude. 
The speaker stated that this is defin- 
itely positive, because it involves a 
give and take situation. 

The third problem discussed was 
early versus late marriage. The con- 
clusion drawn from this problem is 
that it is not too significant, provided 
the husband reaches the majority. 
Age discrepances have always been a 
problem, and Mr. Parmer stated that 
the marriage will be the happiest and 
most socially approved if the male 
is one to three years older. In a happy 
marriage, the desire for children is 
definitely a positive factor if hus- 
band and wife are mutually agreed to 
have or not to have children. 

Problem number six was happily- 
married parents. The concluding an- 
swer to this problem is that happy 
marriages tend to run in families. 
Parential attachments, a very impor- 
tant problem, were also discussed. Mr. 
Parmer stated that it is usually 
stronger among more happily-married 
couples, but should not be strong to 
the point of parent fixation. Another

‘TEACHING 


DRAWING AT IOWA STC 


Tells Of Schooling, Describes 
Classes He Teaches 
At State Teachers College 


Lawrence S. Wright, Stout gradu- 
ate who received his B.S. degree in 
1947, sent the following letter to Her- 
bert Anderson, National Alumni sec- 
retary, to inform the Stoutonia about 
his new location. 


“We left Menomonie in January of 
1948 for Columbia, Missouri. My as- 
signment was to teach Engineering 
Drawing half-time in the College of 
Engineering at the University of Mis- 
souri. At the same time I attended the 
graduate school full time. These two 
statements do not add up very well 
mathematically, but are, nevertheless, 
true. 


During the summer I received my 
appointment in the Department of In- 
dustrial Arts here at Iowa State 
Teachers college. I am fortunate in 
being able to work in a new building 
containing much new equipment. I am 
currently teaching three classes of 
drawing: “Planning and Drawing,” 
which is the beginning drawing class, 
is the first of these. In this class we 
are steering away from the traditional 
instrumental orthographic projec- 
tion drawing. The purpose is to give 
the student a broad overview of the 
field of industrial arts, largely 
through sketching. Enough instrumen- 
al work is done to provide a founda- 
tion upon which to build in future 
drawing classes. Emphasis is on the 
““tndustrial arts aréas and in planning 

the design and drawing the project, 
planning the steps of procedure, mak- 
g out the bill of material, estimating 

@ cost, and estimating the time. 
The second course, “Machine Draw- 
ing,” is more traditional than the one 
mentioned above. Technique is em- 
phasized more as is the practical ap- 
plication of drawing of machine parts 
and assembly drawings. Students may 
select projects which entail details 
and assembly drawings. For students 
- who are so inclined; I like to have at 

least one problem in designing a 

simple machine. 


The other course is “Architectural 
Drawing,” a course which is 
largely on Dr. J. E. Ray’s Architect- 
ural Drawing classes. Each student 
develops a plan for a home, with em- 
phasis on the desirable characteristics 
of a home. Miss Lela Mae Ping, head 
of the home management house, came 
over to talk to the class on the “Wo- 
man’s Point of View in Planning and 
Equipping the Functional Home.” 
Miss Ping studied at the University 
of IlHinois under Professor Walsh, who, 
you will remember, was formerly on 
the faculty at Stout. We have taken

Next term I hope to have 
a contractor come in and talk to us 
about building a.home from the 
structural standpoint.

ers of industria] arts and home eco- 
nomics, many persons in Menomonie 
do not know that its nursery school is 
also available. Operated as part of 
Stout’s courses in child growth, de- 
velopment, and guidance, the school 
operates in conformity with the pro- 
cedures of many leading colleges and 
universities, which believe nursery 
schools a valuable adjunct to college 
training in home economics, educa- 
tion, and child development. 

Stout’s nursery school is under the 
direct supervision of Dean Alice J. 
Kirk, who holds a doctorate in edu- 
cation, and Nursery Director Benita 
Smith, an educater whe herself has 
a young daughter and thus has the 
point of view of parent as well as 
teacher. 

Children are accepted into nursery 
school in order of their enrollment 
and on the basis of age, sex, and the 
number of replacements needed to fill 
the quota maintained by the nursery 
school. The enrollment is limited to 
6 boys and 6 girls, ranging in age 
from 2 years 9 months to 4 years and 
6 months. Because of the necessity of 
limiting the number of children 
accepted, parents find it advisable to 
enroll a child long before he is old 
enough to attend, so that he will be 
eligible when he is of the acceptable

age. Many parents enroll a child a 
week or 10days after his birth to as- 
sure his later admittance. 

Only requirements for admission are 
that the child be in normal health and 
vaccinated for communicable diseases, 
and that parents cooperate with the 
nursery school program both for the 
best interests of their own child gnd 
the good of the other children in the 
program. 

For the past several years, there 
have been more girls than boys on the 
enrollment list, and an over-balance 
of girls now exists within the school 
itself. This situation may mgke it 
possible for parents of pre-school boys 
to enter their child for the spring 
semester, which begins in January. 

Hours during which the nursery 
school operates are from 8:30 A. M. 
to 12:00 noon, Monday through Fri- 
day during the college year. Atten- 
dance fee per child is $25.00 per sem- 
ester which is about 30 cents per day. 
Included in this fee are numerous 
services for the welfare of each child. 

A general physical examination, 
conducted by Dr. John W. O’Neill, is 
given each child at the beginning of 
each semester. In addition to this, 
Mrs. Gertrude Plonsky, college nurse, 
checks the children daily for colds, 
sore throats, or any evidence of com-

municable disease. No child unable to 
pass the daily health check is per- 
mitted to participate in nursery 
school activities until he has com- 
pletely recovered. 


Also included in the semester fee 
are daily cod-liver oil and fruit juice. 
Constructive indoor and _ outdoor 
play equipment is provided to en- 
courage the children’s growth and 
development, The care and guidance 
are provided by trained personnel 
only, 

Parents and the director of the 
nursery school work together very 
closely for the best interests of the 
child. Individual parent conferences 
are held whenever they are deemed 
valuable. 

Thus it is that The Stout Institute 
nursery school achieves its two im- 
portant aims: developing happy, well- 
adjusted pre-school youngsters, and at 
the same time providing actual, prac- 
tical training in child growth and 
development to potential teachers be- 
ing educated at the college.

M. GRAUBARD 
LECTURES AT 
CONVOCATION 


Dr. Mark Graubard, scientist, edu- 
cator, and author, appeared at con- 
yocation, Wednesday, December 7, at 
ten o’clock. Dr. Graubard lectured 
and discussed one of the truly vital 
subjects of our times: atomic energy. 
He is concerned with atomic energy’s 
yast potential for the benefit of man- 
kind—if man will cooperate to make 
it'a constructive rather than a de- 
structive force. His discussion em- 
braced the startling fact that science 
jis now a serious challenge to its 
creator and that man must decide 
whether he will master science for 
his own benefit or accept the conse- 
quences. 

Chances are that Dr. Graubard 
could have spoken on even an in- 
significant subject and sent his lis-

teners away satisfied, as great speak- 
ers have that rare gift. Dr. Grau- 
bard, formerly professor of Natural 
Science at the University of Chicago 
and now at the University of Min- 
Nesota, and science consultant to the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture, is

Concerning the relation of science to 
Man and society. He was assigned by 
_ the government, through the Depart-

history of the atomic bomb with ref- 
erence to the use of nuclear energy 
and science generally for construc- 
tive or destructive purposes. His lec- 

Ure was based on the important 
findings which resulted from that 
study, 

Dr. Graubard received his Ph.D. in 
Zoology from Columbia university in 
1931; was a fellow of the National 
Research council and for two years 
did research work abroad in biochem- 
istry and genetics of pigmentation; 
was a research associate at Columbia 
on grants from the Rockefeller 
Foundation; did research and lectured 
on biochemistry and the history of 
science at Clark university; and for 
several years was director of the De- 
partment of Agriculture’s food and 
nutrition education program, He is 
the author of “Man, the Slave and 
Master,” “Man’s Food. It’s Rhyme or 
Reason,” and “Science of the Culture 
Climate.” 


JOHN KUBIAK 
SPEAKER 
FOR EPT 


Mr. John Kubiak, supervisor of Oc- 
cupational Information and Guidance, 
was a guest speaker at the Novem- 
ber 30 meeting of Theta chapter of 
Epsilon Pi Tau.

ROBERT H. BECK 
DELIVERS 
SPEECH 


“Practical Arts In General 
Education” Topic Of Speech; 
Faculty, Students Attend 
Phi U and EPT last Monday eve- 

ning sponsored one of the most dy- 
namic professional discussions pre- 
sented at Stout in a long time. The 
speaker was Dr. Robert H. Beck, pro- 
fessor of history and philosophy of 
education at the University of Min- 
nesota. His subject was “The Practi- 
cal Arts in General Education.” 

Dr. Beck’s introduction allayed the 
fears of even those who were stand- 
ing or were leaning on the rail at 
the back of. the auditorium, that his 
talk would be a dull discussion. He 
announced that he realized why he, 
a generalist in the field of education, 
had been asked so speak. “You want 
to be told that you are legitimate. 
Well, I don’t know if you are legit- 
imate or not,” he began. 

He explained the common concep- 
tion of “general education” and “‘lib- 
eral arts education.’ With a wealth 
of examples he showed the inadequa- 
cies of our present system. He pro- 
posed ways of achieving a true gen- 
eral education through forms of class 
organization that would promote so- 
cial interaction. He explained group 
dynamics and offered to send iin up- 
to-date and comprehensive bibliog- 
haphy on the subject to any who 
wrote for it. “No subject matter is, 
in and of itself, inherently good—or 
evil,” stated Dr. Beck. He went on 
to show how many teachers teach on 
the basis of “I have the truth; you 
come and get it.” He proposed that 
we must teach “kids,” not content. 

For fully forty-five minutes after 
his presentation, Dr. Beck discussed 
questions raised by the audience. His 
answers were frank, illustrated, and 
in most cases, very witty. His an- 
swering of questions was not halted 
because of a lack of questions on the 
part of the audience. 

Though obviously all of the audi- 
ence did not agree fully with Mr. 
Beck’s philosophy, there were certain- 
ly many questions raised in their 
minds concerning their own philoso- 
phies. Perhaps the best summary of 
Dr. Beck’s acceptance by the audi- 
ence was voiced by Dean Bowman’s 
terse statement at the conclusion of 
the program, “We'll have you back.”

tor of graphic arts at The Stout In- 
stitute. 

The article, entitled “The Printing 
Teacher and the Graphic Arts,” was 
based on the results of a national 
survey on the relative importance of 
the various areas of work in graphic 
arts, a study which was conducted in 
1947. 

Graphic arts objectives were in- 
cluded in the check lists sent to the 
printing instructors. It is interesting 
to note that all but one of the ob- 
jectives incorporated in the check list 
were considered as important. 

In response to areas of work, it 
was shown that letterpress work led 
the field of all areas of work in 
graphic arts being taught. Blockprint- 
ing, bookbinding, marbling, paper- 
making, and screen stenciling were 
other leaders in the field. 

In summarizing his article, Mr. 
Barnard sets forth eight recommen- 
dations on the basis of the data ob- 
tained from his study. Much of the 
information in these recommendations 
can be applied to various fields and is 
interesting information for all indus- 
trial arts students.

JAPANESE NOW USE 
BOOK BY PRESIDENT 


Mr. Hasegawa Prepares 

Translation of “Trade 

And Job Analysis” 

President Verne C. Fryklund has 
received copies of the recent Japanese 
translation of his book, “Trade and 
Job Analysis,” which was translated 
this fall by Mr. Hasegawa of the Jap- 
anese Ministry of Education. 

The Japanese edition was prepared 
by the Vocational Textbook Publish- 
ing Company, Ltd., of Tokyo, from 
the American edition published by the 
Bruce Publishing company of Milwau- 
kee. 

Speaking of the permission which 
Dr, Fryklund granted the Japanese 
to translate the book, Saburo Misu- 
tani, president of the Vocational 
Textbook company, wrote: 

“Tt is our desire that as many read- 
ers as possible have this book within 
their reach.......... We wish bon voyage 
for this new-born Japanese edition, 
and extend again our hearty thanks

for the warm help which you have 
given us.” 

Discussing the quality of the trans- 
lation itself, the publisher said: 

“Generally speaking, translations 
in this country have had some strange 
tone in the style, but Mr. Masegawa’s 
effort is very excellent, and I believe 
the Japanese edition will greatly con- 
tribute toward the spreading of your 
valuable work and studies in this 
eountry.” 

The book, with chapter titles, 
graphs, and preface entirely in Jap- 
anese, uses binding and paper which 
show evidence of the post-war ob- 
stacles that Japanese bookbinders 
face. The publisher told Dr. Fryklund 
that rehabilitation of Japanese econ- 
omic life can be judged by the con- 
stantly improved paper and binding 
which will be used in each succeed- 
ing edition of Dr. Fryklund’s book.

STOUT PAYROLL 
TOTALS SUM 
OF $466,000 


President Verne C. Fryklund 
Tells Local Lions Club 
Of College And Community 


About $466,000 a year is paid out 
to Stout Institute faculty, civil ser- 
vice, and part time workers, while 
approximately 1,500 people in Men- 
omonie are directly a consequence of 
Stout being here, revealed Dr. Verne 
C. Fryklund, president of Stout In- 
stitute, in his talk before the Lion’s 
club Wednesday, December 7, at the 
Hotel Marion. 


Lawrence Michemoox, program 
chairman for December, introduced 
the Stout president, who presented a 
picture of the administrative offices 
of the popular college for industrial 
education and home economics, noting 
also the personal services conducted 
through the offices of the Dean of 
Men, the Dean of Women and the 
registrar. 


Then Dr. Fryklund pointed out that 
in spite of the majors in industrial 
education and home economics, 60 of 
the 124 credits required to graduate 
are in the academic fields such as 
science, math, and English. 

College Purpose 

The speaker reasoned that the pur- 
pose of the college is to return the 
young men and women to society with 
“saleable abilities” and capable of 
“appreciating their social and econ- 
omic surroundings.” 


Showing the importance of Stout 
to the community, he noted that 1,500 
people are directly concerned with the 
college either as students or paid em- 
ployees. There are 966 attending, in- 
cluding 70 graduate students, 223 
wives of students in Menomonie, and 
children of these married students 
numbering close to 150. 

The faculty numbers 63 plus an- 
other 81 on state civil service and 70

1,444, Add to this sum the wives and 
children of faculty members and em- 
ployees, and the people directly con- 
cerned with Stout Institute pass the 
1,500 mark, of considerable impor- 
tance to the community. 

Lists Payroll 

Payroll per month totals $38,883 or 
$466,000 a year. Grocery purchases for 
dorms, cafeteria, and home economic 
classes reach another $1,250 a 
month, with purenases made at home 
whenever possible. Adding other bills 
such as repairs and maintenance, 
Stout distributes about $59,250 a 
month, by far the greatest share in 
Menomonie. 

Speaking of job placements, Pres- 
ident Fryklund explained that a ma- 
jority who graduated last year accept- 
ed first year teaching positions at 
$2,800 for nine month school term, 
some receiving higher, and one grad 
with a master’s degree obtaining a

YULE-TIDE SY MBOL 


If you were to look up the word 
“Christmas tree” in the dictionary, 
you would find its definition simple; 
perhaps meaningless. We all associate 
more of a meaning to Christmas trees 
than “an evergreen usually decorated 
and used in Christmas celebrations.” 
Other than just a tree the Christmas 
tree is a symbol of Yule-tide joy, 
thankfulness, and reverence. The 
tree’s bright lights and sparkling dec- 
orations symbolize joy; the presents 
piled high around the tree itself por- 
tray the reverence of the stately pine 
forest. The Christmas tree is in every 
home because it is as much a part of 
Christmas as the turkey is a part of 
Thanksgiving. 

The Christmas tree was born in the 
eighth century in Germany when sac- 
rificing human beings to the sacred 
oak was a custom. Saint Boniface was 
trying to end this practice. Finally he 
led his converts into the forest at 
Yuletime and showed them a fir tree. 
This tree, he said, “points straight up- 
ward to the Christ Child; take this 
tree into your homes as a sign of your 
new worship. This tree lives when the 
earth is darkest and has no stain of 
blood upon it. Celebrate God’s power 
no more in the forest with rites, but 
in the sancitity of your homes with 
laughter and love.” 

About 1545 it is believed that Mar- 
tin Luther put candles on a tree to 
represent to his children the brilliant 
stars of Christmas Eve. 

By the beginning off the 19th cen- 
tury, nearly all Germany had adopted 
the Christmas tree. The custom soon 
spread to other northern European 
countries, to Great Britan, and to the 
United States.

PREPARATION 


Miss Helen Shepard Lectured 
And Demonstrated Before 
High School, College 
Demonstrations showing the mod- 

ern methods of meat preparation were 

given by Miss Helen Shepard, of the 
field staff of the National Live Stock 
and Meat Board, on December 1 and 

2, in the new Stout home econoniics 

' demonstration laboratory. 

Both high school and college stu- 
dents made up the audience of Miss 
Shepard’s demonstrations. On Decem- 
per 1 the high school nutrition class 
saw the demonstration in the morn- 
ing. The Stout nutrition class attend- 
ed a lecture at 2:00 p.m. On Decem- 
ber 2 the 10 o’clock college nutri- 
tion class and the 3 o’clock sopho- 
more foods class watched meat dem- 
onstrations. 

Skilled in her chosen vocation and 
with years of practical experience, 
Miss Shepard’s work with the Board 

has taken her to cities large and 
small across the country. This organ- 
ization is nationally recognized for 
its work in the research and educa- 
tional fields. It represents all branches 
of the livestock and meat industry.

NEWS RELEASES BY 
| THE VETERANS ADMINISTRATION 


One-fourth of all the disabled World 
War II veterans who have taken ed- 
ucation and training under Public Law 
16 already have completed their 
courses and are considered rehabili- 
tated, the Veterans Administration 
said. 

By October 1, more than 520,000 
handicapped veterans had, at one time 
or another, taken Public Law 16 ed- 
ucation and training. By the same 
date, nearly 141,000 had completed 
training, and most now are employed 
at jobs ranging from automobile 
mechanic to school teacher. 

The ranks of rehabilitated Public 
Law 16 trainees, the VA said, have 
been swelling at an average rate of 
more than 7,000 a month. 

The VA has recently completed a 

study of the employment objectives of 
disabled veterans who were rehabili- 
tated through Public Law 16 train- 
ing. 
The study disclosed that more than 
one-third— or 36.5 percent had the 
employment objective of mechanic or 
repairman. 

Another 6.6 percent trained for 
clerical jobs of various kinds; 6.8 per- 
cent, occupations in the metal trades; 
5.1 percent, positions as accountants 
and auditors; 4.1 percent, engineering 
positions; 2.8 percent, jobs in the 
construction trades, and 2.8 percent, 
positions as teachers. 

Other employment objectives in- 
cluded agricultural occupations, 1.2 
percent; law, 1.0 percent; writers, 
journalists and reporters, 1.0 percent; 
commercial artists, 0.7 percent, and 
doctors and dentists, 0.8 percent. 

A wide variety of other job ob- 
jectives accounted for the remaining 
81 percent of the rehabilitated 
trainees. 

The average length of course taken 
by those Public Law 16 trainees who 
had completed their training has been 
25 months—slightly more than half 
of the maximum period allowed by the 
law.

It 
sounded curfew at 9 o’clock, and at 
one time was used as a fire bell for 
the town.

Educational Exchange 


Program Described 

The U.S. Department of State and 
the Board of Foreign Scholarships 
announce grants for American citi- 
zens to teach in the national elemen- 
tary and secondary schools in a num- 
ber of countries with which educa- 
tional exchange programs have been 
initiated under the provisions of Pub- 
lic Law 584, 79th Congress, the Ful- 
bright Act. These grants will include 
a basic living allowance, a_ supple- 
mental maintenance allowance and 
round-trip oceanic transportation, and 
U. S. domestic travel when it can be 
purchased with foreign currency. Ap- 
plicants should have a bachelor’s and 
preferably a master’s degree, be be- 
tween the ages of approximately 25- 
50 years, and have at least three 
years of successful teaching exper- 
ience. Appointments of successful 
candidates are for a single school 
year. 

Opportunities for teachers under 
the Fulbright Educational Exchange 
program are as follows: 

1. Grants to Teach in National 
Schools Abroad — For experienced 
teachers who can secure a leave of 
absence from their positions and for 
other qualified persons. Applications 
for these teaching positions and 
countries should be filled: 

Netherlands — 3 positions for ele- 
mentary and secondary school 
teachers in private schools and 
one specialist in each of the fol- 
lowing fields: education of the 
blind, education of the deaf, phy- 
sical education, dietetics and so- 
cial work. 

Philippines — 9 vocational teachers 
to staff the Philippine School of 
Arts and Crafts, one each in the 
following fields: auto mechanics, 
plumbing, electric wiring, sheet 
metal work and air conditioning, 
machine operations, mechanical 
drawing and blue print reading, 
woodworking with machinery, in- 
dustrial arts teacher education 
and vocational teacher education. 
There are also 5 teaching posi- 
tions available in the National 
Agricultural School at Bukidnon, 
one each in farm mechanics, 


DR. ANDERSON'S 
GRADUATE BODY 
HAS FIELD TRIP 


A field trip Thursday, December 8, 
was made by Dr. Anderson's curricu- 
lum III class. The group visited two 
schools: one the Dunwoody Institute 
and the other Sheridan junior high 
school in Minneapolis. 

Mr. Baird, registrar at Dunwoody In- 
stitute, made an excellent explanation 
of trade school practices that are in 
operation at Dunwoody. At the present 
time there is an enrollment of 1500 men, 
of which 1200 are veterans. Day school 
courses of instruction include air con- 
ditioning, automobile, baking, building 
construction, electrical, general me- 
chanics, machine, mechanical drafting 
printing and offset, power, radio and 
electronics, sheet metal, welding and 
highway, railroad and municipal con- 
struction. 

Most of the courses are set up on a 
unit basis, with the full course taking 
eighteen months. The general break- 
down of each course includes general, 
job, and technical knowledge. Practical 
instruction is given as close to actual 
trade conditions as possible, by exper- 
ienced men that have had extensive 
experience in the trade they are teach- 
ing. Upon completion of the course, 
graduates receive suitable awards in 
the forms of vocational training record 
cards, certificates, and diplomas. 

In the afternoon the group visited 
Sheridan junior high school. Mr. Mor- 
gan, department head of the indusirial 
art section, gave an overview of indus- 
trial art conditions in Minneapolis. Miss 
Barron, the principal, showed the group 
through the school andpointed out its 
educational highlights.

FIRST PUPIL AT STOUT 
NOW VETERAN TEACHER 


H. M. Enjoys Work As i 
Both Hobby and Vocation 
Even After 37 Years On Job 


A man who was the first full-time 
technical student at The Stout Insti- 
tute and who has seen it grow from 
the basement of a‘church to a full- 
sized college enrolling over 950 stud- 
ents is now in his thirty-seventh year 
ents is NOW IN MIS ULrLy-PevenuL yous 
of teaching at Stout. He is Mr. H. M. 
Hansen, associated professor of in- 
dustrial education at the college. 

He has at onetime or another 
taught all the courses in the wood- 
working department at Stout since 
he joined the faculty in 1912. He has 
worked under three presidents: Dr. 
L. D. Harvey, 1903-22; Burton E. 
Nelson, 1923-45; and the present head, 
pr. Verne C. Fryklund. He has worked 
ynder three directors of industrial 
arts at the college, Buxton, Rodgers, 
and C. A. Bowman, and has seen three 
changes in both the head of the home 
economics departments and college en- 


gineer. 
" Mr. Hansen was reared in agricult- 
ural surroundings and began his in- 
dustrial career by working in a saw 
mill for Knapp-Stout Lumber com- 
any, a pioneer Menomonie industry. 
‘Later he spent seven years serving his 
apprenticeship and journeyman train 
ing in the building trades. His broad 
background in industrial work includes 
pbuilding contracting, architecture cab- 
inet and millwork, millwvighting, pat- 
tern making, machine shop, nickel 
plating, and building superintendence. 
Mr. Hansen worked for Senator James 
H. Stout personally in drawing up 
plans and specifications for a hotei 
and boarding house at Thornton, Ar- 
kansas. 


Mr. Hansen was the first full time 
technical student in what was known 
as the Stout Manual Training sch wl, 
with Mr, Kendall teaching woodwork- 
ing and Mr. Mason teaching drawing. 
He has seen Stout develop from a one- 
puildnig school situated in the base- 
ment of the First Congregational 
church, then iocated across the street 
from the Trades building, to its pre- 
sent size. 

After attending Stout for two and 
four-year courses, Mr. Hanson obtain- 
ed his Master’s degree from the Un- 
iversity of Minresote. He also has

additional graduate credits from the 
University of Wisconsin, “o’orado 
Agricultural college, and the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota. In addition Mr. 
Hansen studied at Forest Products 
laboratories in Madison. 

Following World War 1*, Mr. Han- 
sen was selezt:d by the War depart- 
ment to be one of 200 civilian instiié- 
tors at the American Technical school 
in Warton, England. This school was 
set up to train servicemen Im various 
trades and skills before their return 
to this country. He received a leave 


* 


from Stout to accept the overseas 
assignment. 


“Teaching was not my original vo- 
cation,” states Mr. Hansen, “but Dr. 
L. D. Harvey persuaded me to adopt 
it at a time when the general building 
contracting business had reached a 
saturation point in the local area.” 


According to Mr. Hansen, thirty- 
seven years of teaching industrial 
education have proved an interesting 
challenge, in spite of such impedi- 
ments as a lack of good woodworking 
textbooks in earlier years and the 
never-ending vigilance to keep both 
his shops and courses up-to-date. 


In line with Stout’s program of 
modernization and improvement, Mr. 
Hansen’s woodworking shops have 
been thoroughly renovated and eleven 
of the latest type machines added. 
Additional machines and equipment 
have been completely rebuilt. 


In spite of his broad training, Mr. 
Hansen finds high aspiration in “just 
being a teacher.” “I like it best that 
way,” he says, “because my prepara- 
tion provides me with the greatest 
confidence at that level. Then, too 
there is much that should be done to 
improve teaching and learning in 
woodworking subject matter content.” 


Mr. Hansen’s records show that he 
has missed only eight days in his 
thirty-seven years on the job and that 
he has never been late during a school 
day. He is especially proud of the 
fact that there have been no major 
accidents on woodworking machines 
in his shop or anywhere else in his 
shop during all that time. 


Mr. Hansen considers his work a 
hobby as well as a vocation. In his 
spare time he collects. and organizes 
instructional. material. in an attempt 
to improve methods .of woodworking 
aesthetic and structural desiga, to- 
gether with procedures and standards 
of workmanship from a scientific 
point of view. Traveling is another 
one of his interests, and contacting 
game of the thousands of students he 
has once taught in class is his main 
incentive for the journeys. At present, 
Mr. Hansen is a member of Phi Deita 
Kappa, and Epsilon Pi Tau, both na- 
ticnal honorary fraternities.

Industrial Education Leader 
Claude Nihart Studies 
Course Contents 


Inspecting shops and classes, not- 
ing shop housekeeping, and studying 
the content of courses being taught 
at Stout, Claude Nihart, a distin- 
guished graduate of 1909, was on the 
campus December 14-15. Mr. Nihart 
is head supervisor of vocational and 
practical arts in Los Angeles and a 
national leader in industrial educa- 
tion. 

While at the college, Mr. Nihart 
was honored at an alumni association- 
sponsored luncheon on December 14. 
At the luncheon Mr. Nihart rem- 
inisced about activities that were held 
at Stout years ago. He also stressed 
some of the important qualities that 
teachers of Industrial Arts should 
have on ¢he completion of their train- 
ing. 

One of the things he felt was es- 
pecially needed in a teacher training 
institution was more emphasis on 
skill. He felt that grads should have 
with them more instruction material. 

Following his talk was an informe] 
question-answer discussion. 

December 15 he addressed seniot 
and graduate men of the college. Dur-

ing this time, he discussed super- 
visory conferences with teachers as 
they are held in Los Angeles public 
schools. 


Mr. Nihart spoke also on faciors 
which employing officials look for in 
teachers. Among the points he men- 
tioned were the need of the teacher 
to perform his duties satisfactorily 
and the necessity of his gaining the 
respect and confidence of his pupils. 


In a question and answer period, the 
speaker also discussed placement 
procedures as they operate on the Los 
Angeles public school system. 

Mr. Nihart brought with him pro- 
jects in the field of woodworking 
which had been constructed as part of 
his special research activities for Los 
Angeles teachers. He pointed out to 
his audience the factors in good de- 
sign embodied in the projects and 
showed those which had been judged 
as demonstrating good workmanship. 

During the free moments of his 
visit, Mr. Nihart made numerous 
trips to view the academic and extra 
curricular activities of the college, es- 
pecially the baseball set-up in which 
he was greatly interested while at: 
tending Stout.

To Tell of Persecution by 
Gestapo and the Changes 
It Made in His Life 


What changes can be wrought in a 
man who lived for seventeen years 
as a Jew in Europe, was hated, 
hunted, and hounded by the Nazis in 
World War II, and then after walk- 
ing the plank of Gestapo persecution, 
was told that, after all, he was not 
a Jew? 


The question will be answered here 
by Robert Bradford, who had that ex- 
perience. Bradford lectures at The 
Stout Institute at 10 o’clock on Wed- 


Born in Breslau, Germany, of Chris- 
tian parents, Bradford was adopted 
at the age of three by a Jewish 
family named Israel, who gave him 


love. But it wasn’t until he was 20 
years old that he learned that he 
wasn’t a Jew. 

In those years as a Jew he saw tho 
rise of Hitler, experienced the terror 
meted out by the Nazis, and saw his 
adopted father die in agony in 1936 
as a result of brutal beatings. 


“My foster father was a textile 
manufacturer. His store was smash- 
ed and all his possessions were con- 
fiscated,” Bradford said. “After his 
death, my adopted mother knew that 
it was only a matter of time before 
we would end up either in a con- 
centration camp or a gas chambe™ 
She made frantic arrangements fo~ 
our escape from Germany.” 

They were aided in their escape by 
non-Jews who asked no questions 
about race or religion. A German 
customs officer, a friend of the 
family, arranged to meet them at the 
railroad station, stamped their bags 
and bade them good luck on thei~ 
trip to France, Robert stayed in Paris 
where he became a member of the 
French underground. His foster | 
mother fled to Lisbon. He was caught ! 
twice by the Gestapo, but escaped 
each time, by leap‘ng from the mov- 
ing train. “At times it seemed hope- 
less, but I kept thinking of 
mother and of the time we w.u'?;

meet again. That time never came.” 


Late one night a comrade in the 
underground told him he was wanted 
at the headquarters of the H.1.A.S., 
the Jewish Agency in France. 

“TJ found myself standing before a 
nervous little man,” Bradford recalled. 
“A moment later he threw a bomb- 
shell into my world by showing me 
». birth certificate which my mother 
had sent from Lisbon to prove my 
Christian birth. “You are not of Jew- 
ish birth,’ I heard the man say, ‘I 
feel sure you will take advantage of 
this information and that it will make 
you hapsy.’” 

“I knew my mother loved me as 
her own,” he continued. “What had

it cost her to tell me I was not her 
son, to give me this chance to save 
myself from the brand of a Jew? 
Five minutes after I learned I was 
a Gentile, I decided to go on being a 
Jew. I couldn’t cross the line into the 
Gentile world. To all intents, I am 
still a Jew.” 

Robert Bradford’s lecture here will 
be on the topic “Tolerance and Free- 
dom.” His tour of the Upper Mid- 
west has been arranged by the Con- 
cert and Lecture service of the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota.

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PERSECUTION BY | 
GESTAPO TOLD 
BY SPEAKER 


Robert Bradford Telis Of 
His Experiences While He 
Was Thought To Be A Jew 
Robert Bradford, speaker at con- 
yocation Wednesday, told students of 
how he was persecuted by the Gestapo 
and the changes it has made in his 


life. 

Mr. Bradford told of how he lived 
for twenty years as a Jew in Europe 
and how he was hated, hunted, and 
hounded by the Nazis in World War 
JJ and then after walking the plank 
of Gestapo persecution, was told that 
he was not a Jew. 

Mr. Bradford was born in Breslau, 
Germany, and, at the age of three, 
was adopted by a Jewish family 
named Israel, who gave him their 

faith, their traditions, and their love. 
It wasn’t until he was 20 years old 
that he learned that he wasn’t a Jew. 

After his foster father’s death, ar- 
rangements were made for his escape 
from Germany. They were aided in 
their escape by non-Jews who asked 
no questions about race or religion. 
A German customs ofificer, a friend 
of the family, arranged to meet them 
at the station and bade him good luck 
on the trip to France. 

Mr, Bradford stayed in Paris where 
he became a member of the French 
Underground. He was caught twice by 
the Gestags but escaped each Ume by 
Jeaping from a moving train. 

From the time he learned that he 
a Gentile he decided to go on be- 


. Jew. And as Mr. Bradford says 
nts own words, “To all intents, I 
am still a Jew.” 


DR. ANDERSON 
HAS ARTICLE 
PUBLISHED 


Nation-Wide Summary of 
Community Occupational 
Surveys is Included 
The December, 1949 issue of Occu- 

pations, the vocational guidance jour- 

yal, includes an article written by Dr. 

Stuart Anderson of the Stout grad- 

uate faculty entitled, “Community 

Occupational Surveys: An Evalu- 

jon.” 

This article was an outgrowth of a 
nation-wide survey of community oc- 
cupational surveys which had been 
made in the decade firom 1939 to 1949. 
In January, 1949, the author sent in- 
quiries to the 48 chief state school of- 
ficers in an effort to locate surveys 
which had been made during this ten 
year period. Thirty-four published re- 
ports were received. During the fourth 
quarter of the 1948-49 academic 
year, these bulletins were analyzed 
by Dr. Anderson’s graduate class in 
Survey Procedures. 

Because it was felt that an evalua- 
tio based solely on_ this analysis 
would be of limited value, a check list 
was sent to the school administrator 
in each community from which a pub- 
lished survey report had been re- 
ceived. Twenty-two replies, including 
four letters of explanation, were re- 
ceived and provided the information 
for the article. 

Both Elmer Clausen and Allan Fel- 
thaus, graduate students at Stout at 
that time, deserve considerable credit 
for their assistance in compiling this 
material, according to Dr. Anderson.

The Stout Institute team placed 
third in the Intercollegate meet last 
year at Madison. Jack Holmberg 
placed second in the combined and took 
fourth place in the cross country race 
in that same meet. Charlie Banks plac- 
ed fifth in the cross country at Mad- 
ison and won the cross country race 
at Duluth last year. These are the 
only veteran Stout skiiers. Power 
jumpers, John Rudow and Byron 
Dodge, have replaced Dave Redard 
and Bob Aspholm of last year’s team. 

Minnesota will defend the Inter- 
collegiate ski title they have held for 
two years in a row. Minnesota’s crack 
team will be lead by Kaare Engebo, 
Norwegian exchange student, who won 
first pace in the Madison meet last 
year. Bob Sanderson, Minnesota sec- 
ond man, placed first in the Slalom 
race of the National Collegiate champ- 
ionship held at Aspen, Colorado, this 
year. 

The Carleton college team will be 
led by Bill Coghill who is Carleton’s 
main man. Carleton in the last two 
years has entered meets at Madison, 
Duluth Intercollegiate, St. Olaf invi- 
tational, and open meets at Minnea- 
polis.

A good deal of assurance and a 
touch of gall are sometimes helpful 
in establishing an artist in the concert 
field. Sigrud Rascher, who will appear 
at the Stout auditorium in a concert 
'scheduled for convocation at 10 o'clock, 
January 25, demonstrated both a few 
years ago in his successful effort to 
place himself on the musical scene in

his adopted America. He had made 
his mark on the continent of Europe 
and throughout most of the rest of 
the world, considerable accomplish- 
ment in view of the fact he had to 
win recognition for his instrument as 
well as for himself. In America, how- 
ever, Rascher was unknown and his 
instrument, the saxophone, was gen- 
erally despised by serious musicians. 


There can be no denying that as- 
surance was demonstrated in Rasch- 
er’s decision to start with Koussevit- 
zky and the Boston Symphony. He 
went, almost immediately upon his 
arrival in this country, to Symphony 
Hall in Boston and asked to see the 
maestro. He was told that he had 
better take his horn and leave. Instead 
he waited through a rehearsal, con- 
nived during intermission with some 
of the musicans who advised him to 
wait for the maestro in his dressing 
room. Saxophone in hand, Rascher 
waited. After the rehearsal Koussev- 
itzky came into his dressing room 
dripping with perspiration. “I have 
no time to listen to you, young man, 
but if you want to play for me while 
I am taking a shower, you may do so.” 
Mr. Rascher played about sixteen bars 
of Ibert Concertino before the bath- 
room door opened and a toweled fig- 
ure asked excitedly what the compos- 
ition was. “The Ibert Concertino” Mr. 
Rascher replied, and proved it by 
showing him the score with a hand- 
written dedication to Rascher himself. 
The audition continued in a far more 
favorable atmosphere, and it was not 
long before Koussevitzky, in semi-at- 
tire, had run through the room and 
was shouting out in the corridor, 
“Come in, everybody, and hear this 
fellow!”

FORMER STOUT 
GRAD TRAVELS 
TO GERMANY 


Dr. William J. Micheels, associate 
professor of industrial education at 
the University of Minnesota and a 
1932 graduate of The Stout Institute, 
has recently criticized America’s re- 
education program for Germany in a 
report to the office of military goy- 
ernment, 


Returning to this country after 
spending three months overseas, Dr. 
Micheels tabbed America’s re-educa- 
tion program for Germany as “char- 
acterized by confusion rather than 
orderliness,” according to the Minne- 
apolis Star. The education expert also 
offered suggestions for the improve- 
ment of the program. 


Neglect of a very common prin- 
ciple of education, namely, one must 
take the learner from where he is 
and proceed from that point, was one 
of the failures pointed out by Dr. 
Micheels. 


“In a real sense our entire mission 
here is one of education, yet there is 
not a professional educator among the 
top level advisors to the high com- 
missioner,” stated Dr. Micheels in the 
article. 


Dr. William J. Micheels received 
his bachelors degree from The Stout 
Institute in 1932 and later became the 
fourth person to receive a masters 
degree in industrial education at the 
University of Minnesota.

COURSE TO BE GIVEN

interested in learning First Aid. This 
is to work for an ultimate goal of be- 
coming a certified Red Cross First 
Aid instructor, according to coach RK.

For qualified students who already 
hold a Standard First Aid Certificate, 
an advanced course will be offered 
commencing immediately after the 
start of the second semester. Upon 
the successful completion of the 
twelve hour advance course, students 
who are interested may take a fifteen 
hour instructor’s course which will be 
offered by a Red Cross national field 
representative between April 24 and 
May 5 on alternate dates. With the 
successful completion of the instruc- 
tor’s course the student will become 
a certified American Red Cross First 
Aid instructor. 

The advance first aid course will be 
instructed by Herb Watanabe, certi- 
fied Red Cross First Aid instructor. 
The date and time of the class meet- 
ing will be decided upon at the first 
class session. Students who are in- 
terested in the course may sign up 
on appropriate blanks that are posted 
on bulletin boards around the cam- 
pus.

MEET IN MILWAUKEE 


Action on faculty tenure and re- 
tirement, faculty resignations and ap- 
pointments, and purchase of an organ 
for the college auditorium highlighted 
a meeting of The Stout Institute 
Board of Trustees in Milwaukee, Jian- 
uary 16. 

Members of the Board approved a. 
proposal calling for Stout faculty ten- 
ure after a probationary period of 
three years. Compulsory retirement 
for teachers, deans, and president who 
attain the age of sixty-five was also 
approved by the Trustees, with reap- 
pointment possible until the age of 
70. The proposal will next be submit- 
ted to the State Legislature. 

Resignations of Miss Mary Margar- 
et Shaw, head of the Food and Nu- 
trition department, and Mrs. Donald 
Fahrman, assistant instructor in 
Physical Education, were accepted by 
the Board. Appointment of Miss Ella 
Jane Meiller to replace Miss Shaw and 
Mrs. Philip Ruehl to take the place of 
Mrs. Fahrman was also confirmed. 

Purchase of a Baldwin organ for 
The Stout. Institute auditorium was 
approved by the Trustees. The in- 
strument has been installed in the 
auditorium and is now ready for use 
at college functions. 


888 STUDENTS ENROLL 
FOR SECOND SEMESTER 


Enrollment at The Stout Institute 
for second semester classes totais 
888, announces Miss Gertrude M. 
O’Brien, college registrar. This is two 
more students than were registered 
last year at this time. 

Of the total, 582 are men and 306 
are women. One women and forty 
men are doing full-time graduate 


work.

“TITO’S PEOPLE” TOPIC 
OF TALK BY GRIM 


“I Saw Tito’s People” is the dra- 
matic, on-the-spot subject of the talk 
to be given by George Grim, Minne- 
apolis Tribune columnist, WCCO com- 
mentator, and frequent visitor to the 
world’s trouble spots. The newsman 
will appear at the Stout Auditorium, 
in Menomonie, on Wednesday, Febru- 
ary 1, at 8:00 p.m. His appearance is 
sponsored by the American Associa- 
tion of University Women. 


The sudden break between Tito and 
Stalin opened a hole in the iron cur- 
tain through which Grim was able to 
pass. He was able to watch a com- 
munist land at work, its propaganda 
machine, its government officials, its 
people. 

What he saw forms the basis of his 
dramatic, first person talk to be given 
in Menomonie. 

“I’m eager to tell our Upper Mid- 
west neighbors about what happens 
when a communist regime takes 
over,” said Grim. “Jt may frighten 
them, but it will help clarify their 
ideas and their faith in American 
democracy.” 

Grim was able to visit farms, fac- 
tories, schools .. . to go about Bel- 
grade alone ... and to step behind 
the scenes for some glimpses of what 
was happening to the people of Yu- 
goslavia. He also will report on the 
correspondence that led to the break 
between Tito and Stalin. 

“Yugoslavia may well be the key to 
the future of all of us,” says Grim.

INSTRUCTORS’ 
PROPOSE 
TENURE PLAN 


Will Also Include Compulsory 

Retirement At 65 or Up 

To 70 If Health Permits 

A faculty proposal concerning ten- 
ure and compulsory retirement haf 
been approved by The Stout Institute 
Board of Trustees and will now be 
presented to the local assemblyman 
for enactment into law at the next 
session of the state iegislature. 

According to the tenure proposal, 
all teachers at Stout shall be employed 
on probation for three years, and 
after successful completion of the 
probationary period, the employment 
shall be permanent during efficiency 
and good behavior. After successful 
‘probation, no teacher shall be dis- 
charged except for cause upon written 
charges. The validity of such charges, 
upon the teacher’s written request, 
will then be investigated, heard, and 
determined by the Board of Trustees, 
whose action and decision will be fin- 
al. 

Included under the tenure provision 
are all persons with teaching as their 
principal occupation and the college 
deans, but not the president or acting 
president of Stout. Teachers who have 
now taught at the college three years 
or more are regarded as having com- 
pleted their probation. 

Compulsory retirement provisions 
of the proposal apply to any teacher, 
dean, or president at Stout who attains 
the age of 65, and who shall then 
be retired at the end of that current 
semester, However, upon recommen- 
dation of the college president, the

Paint and New Window 
Shades Make Rooms 
More Pleasant

Board can continue the employment 
of specially qualified teachers in good 
health on a year-to-year basis. 

There will be an annual appraisal 
of teachers and presidential recom- 
mendations for reappointment, but 
there can be no reappointment beyond 
the last day of the semester following 
the date on which the teacher attains 
the age of 70. 

Students on faculty tenure and re- 
tirement leading to the proposals sub- 
mitted to the Trustees were largely 
the work of the Stout chapter of the 
American Association of University 
Professors. Faculty members then 
voted to accept the recommendations 
and President Fryklund cooperated in 
bringing the proposal before the Board 
of Trustees.

INSTALLED AT STOUT 


Will Provide Background 
Music For College Functions 
Held In Auditorium 
Installation of a Baldwin electronic 

organ has been completed in the Stout 

auditorium, and will now provide 
background music at college concerts; 
overtures to plays, convocations, and 
lyceums; and accompaniment for mu- 
sical productions, announces President 

Verne C. Fryklund, under whose auth- 

orization the improvement was made. 


Housed in a beautiful walnut case, 


the organ is a two-manual instrument 
the organ is a two-manual instrument 


with a full thirty-two pedals. Four 
fifteen-inch speakers in one cabinet 
located in an auditorium loge are used 
for amplification of the music. 


The principle upon which the organ 
opeartes is that of an amplified tube 
attached to each individual console 
key. This type was chosen over organs 
based on spinning disks or vibrating 
reeds because the separate tube ampli- 
fication provides fast playing action 
without undesirable suddeness of 
tone. 


According to Charles U. Frailey, 
director of music at Stout and the per- 
son in whose charge the organ has 
been placed:

LAZZARO CASTELNUOVO 


Maria, SSA’s Former Orphan 
Has Now Been Given Home 
In Belgium 


Word has been received from the 
director of Foster Parent’s Plan for 
War Children, Inc., in Belgium, that 
Maria Karaskiewiecz, SSA’s adopted 
war orphan, has been placed in a 
permanent home and no longer needs 
attention from the students. 


To take Maria’s place The Plan has 
assigned a 12 year old Italian boy, 
Lazzaro Castelnuovo. Lazzaro’s. case 
history was inclosed in the letter from 
the director. ‘Lazzaro was wounded 
during an air-raid and part of his 
left leg below the knee was amputated. 
The family continued to live in the 
ruins of their home, facing daily hun- 
ger, exposure and fear. Under these 
circumstances, Lazzaro did not recov- 
er from the terrible shock or have 
proper medical care. There are four 
other children in the family of Andrea 
and Angela Valsecchi Castelnuovo— 
Filomena and Mario are older than 
Lazzaro, Gerolamo and Antonio are 
younger.” The letter tells further of 
Lazzaro’s pitiful condition and ex- 
presses the hope that he may soon 
be fitted with a prosthetic limb. The 


Plan further states that Lazzaro needs 
the friendship, interest and encourage- 
ment of young Foster Parents as much 
as he needs the material help that 
the adoption of Lazzaro means.

The Veterans Administration can- 
not honor any assignment of National 
Service Life Insurance dividend 
checks, L. C. Cocheu, Director of In- 
surance for the Chicago District Of- 
fice of the Veterans Administration, 
warned today. - z 

“Dividend checks can be mailed 
only to the person who made applica- 
tion for the payment,” he said. “We 
cannot, even if directed in writing, 
mail the check to any other person or 
concern.” : 

- The fact that a veteran has a policy 
does not indicate the amount of his 
dividend, Cocheu continued. The divi- 
dend must be used to offset any over- 
payment the veteran has received or 
any other indebtedness to the Govern- 
ment.

tary and secondary education in Wis- 
consin has doubled in the past decade, 
relatively speaking schools aren’t as 
well off as they were 10 years ago 
according to a release issued today by 
the Wisconsin Education Association 
in Madison. In 1940 the schools re- 
ceived 17.7 cents of the total tax dol- 
lar—federal, state, and local—com- 
pared. to.8.7 cents for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1949. In the past de- 
cade the low point in school support 
of 5.2 cents was reached in 1945. 


The price paid for education seems 
high when looking at property tax 
bills. In Wisconsin as a whole for the 
past fiscal year about 45 percent of 
all eiedageeh te revenue went for ed- — 
ucation. is percent, however, ac- hree 
counted for about 85 percent of all es wit Mea gh Ph natitu- 
tax revenue for public elementary and 
secondary education. ~ 


The ‘Association went on to explain 
that Wisconsin is able to afford bet- 
ter education. Back in 1940 her citi- 
zens spent 3.4 percent of their total 
income on public elementary and 
secondary schools. In 1949 educational 
expenditures had decreased to 2.2 per- 
cent of income.

Dr. Fryklund stated, however, 
that the college catalog already 
in press, carried the announce- 
ment of an increase in out-of- 
state tuition for next year, as 
stipulated by the Wiseonsin l_eg- 
islature.

RE-EQUIPPED 
IN IE BUILDING 


Electricity Rooms Receive 

More Work Stations And 

Rose Colored Walls 

Facilities for the teaching of elec- 
tricity at Stout are being greatly im- 
proved with the complete remodel- 
ing and thorough re-equipping of the 
electricity rooms on the third floor of 
the IE building. 

The remodeling, under the direction 
of Mr. Phil Ruehl, instructor in elec- 
tricity at Stout, was begun during 
Christmas vacation and is expected to 
de finished by the end of the current 
semeste.:. 

Greatest single improvement will be 
the doubling of the number of avail- 
able work stations. Previously, a class 
of twenty-four students was forced 
to work in twelve booths. Now, there 
are twenty-four work stations, situat- 
ed along newly installed and com- 
pletely equipped benches. 

The old booths were found inadequ- 
ate because of the cramped conditions 
they created, and because of the diffi- 
culty found in properly ventilating 
them. The new benches were design- 
ed with the cooperation of Mr. Ru- 
dolph Roen, and constructed by the 
Heebink Lumber Company, Baldwin, 
Wis. 

Hach bench has an electric channel 
down its center, which provides it with 
low current AC-DC, as well as 110 
volt AC-DC. The radio class has been 
given the job of wiring these chan- 
nels which will eventually contain 
over 2000 feet of wire. 

Other improvements will be three 
new tool cabinets, 66 new lockers, a 
modernized clean-up sink, and a spec- 
ial radio test bench. Special high vol- 
tage DC power has been added for 
radio work. The room itself was com- 
pletely redecorated with light ceiling 
and rose colored walls. 

Among other improvements was the 
removal to storage of much of the an- 
tiquated motor generator test equip- 
ment,

According to the registrar’s office, 
the following information has been 
received concerning grants for en- 
couragaing American vocational 
teachers to teach in the Philippine 
Islands: 

The Department of State and the 
Board of Foreign Scholarships an- 
nounce grants to 14 American citizens 
to teach in two educational institu- 
tions of the Philippines under the pro- 
visions of the Fulbright Act, Public 
Law 584, 79th Congress. These grants 
will include a basic living allowance, 
a supplementary maintenance allow- 
ance, and round-trip transportation, 
all payable in Philippine currency. Ap- 
plicants should have a bachelors de- 
gree and graduate work, be between 
the ages of approximately 25-50 
years, have at least three years of 
successful teaching experience and 
practical vocational experience. Ap- 
pointments of successful candidates 
are for the single school year 1950-51. 

Experienced teachers for the fol- 
lowing positions have been requested 
for the Phillippine School of Arts and 
Crafts in Manila: 

Automotive mechanics, plumbing, 
electrical wiring, sheet metal work and 
air conditioning, machine operations, 
mechanical drawing, machine design, 
blue print reading, woodworking with 
machinery, industrial arts, and voca- 
tional education. 

Persons interested in these oppor- 
tunities may secure application blanks 
from and file their applications with 
the Division of International Educa- 
tional Relations, Office of Education, 
Federal Security Agency, Washing- 
ton, 25, D.C., or from the registrar’s 
office at Stout. 

According to the Department of 
State, certain minimum qualifications 
have been set up for American teach- 
ers going abroad to teach in foreign 
schools: 

Education and Professional Train- 
ing—A bachelor’s degree and addition- 
al graduate work; preferably a mas- 
ter’s degree. 

Suecessful Teaching Experience— 
At least three years of teaching ex- 
perience and a reasonable likelihood 
of continued teaching service. 

Good Health— Proof against chang- 
es in diet and climate, as evidenced by 
a medical examination an a physic- 
jan’s statement. 

Emotional Maturity and Stability— 
A well-adjusted personality which en- 
ables teachers to cooperate and make 
personal and professional adjustments 
and to hold current plans in abeyance 
pending complete ayproval of an ex- 
change teacher appointment. 

Adaptability— Willingness to make 
friends with foreign nationals. 

Age— Approximately between 25 
and 50 years. 

U.S. Citizenship 

Good Moral Character 

Competence in a Foreign Lan- 
guage—Candidates should have a rea- 
sonable facility in speaking, reading, 
writing and understandiing the lan- 
guage of the country in which they 
wish to teach. Occasionally positions 
are available which do not require this 
language competence.

A Stout graduate, David E. Thomas, 
died at the home of his parents, Dr. 
and Mrs. L. E. Thomas, at 822 N. 
Avenue, Waukegan, Illinois, on De- 
cember 31, 1949.

Peter Paul Bross, Stout graduate and 
architect, died at Saint Mary’s hospi- 
tal in Rochester, January 17, following 
a stroke which he had suffered the 
previous week.

POLICY SOUGHT 
TO PROTECT 
TEACHERS 


John R. Wolter ’23, who is with the 
Pittsburg Public schools, Pittsburg, 
Va., sent an article to the Stoutonia 
that should be of interest to every 
teacher of shop work. It tells of the 
effort to obtain insurance for indus- 
trial arts similar to that started by 
football coaches and parents to cover 
football players. 

The article follows: 


Several years ago a move was 
started by the football coaches and 
parents of the boys in the squad for 
an accident insurance policy to cover 
any accidents that may occur either 
during practice or during a game. 
Such a policy was obtained at a nom- 
inal fee and the protection of the 
coach was assured from any court 
suit. 


Now the industrial arts, home eco- 
nomic, and vocational teachers are 
striving for a policy to cover accidents 
occured by the pupils while in their 
shops. As you know, a pupil or par- 
ent cannot enter suit against a school 
board, but they can enter suit against 
an industrial teacher claiming negli- 
gence in the line of duty—a charge 
not easily defended in court. In order 
that such a policy would protect the 
teacher, every pupil would have to 
participate and be a policy holder. 
Those who could not afford it would 
either be deprived of shop work or 
have their policy financed some other 
way. 


Another way in which the teacher 
may be protected is by having a rider 
or clause attached to his Household 
Liability insurance whereby for a 
small extra fee he can have his policy 
protect him while in his shop. 

The Pittsburg T.I.E. (Trade and In- 


dustrial Education) is now working on 


such a program, and it is hoped that |} 


next year every teacher of industria: 
arts, home economics, and vocational 
education will be adequately protected 
against any law suit that may arise 
because of injuries received by the 
pupils while in their classes.

EDITS ARTICLE 


° Among the articles in the Novem- 
ber, 1949, issue of Illinois Vocational 
Progress magazine is a feature “Does 
Quality Work Pay?” by Ray W. Bur- 
gett. Mr. Burgett is an industrial arts 
instructor at Bast high school, Aurora, 
Illinois, and a Stout graduate (’34). 

He begins his article by asking if 
the importance of student projects 
has decreased because of the need for 
broadening course content and pro- 
viding related information. Mr. Bur- 

« gett answers by saying that a well- 

r chosen- project-can—serve_as_the hub 
of an entire program. 

According to the author, each pro- 

--*—_ject-must—challenge the student, pro- 


vide opportunity for development of |. 


new skills and, learning of new infor- 
mation, and provide the student with 
pride of accoplishment in his work. 
The danger, however, is that much of 
the real value of a project is lost once 
the project. has been chosen. 
Mr. Burgett warns all instrcutors 
« not to accept lowered standards of 
work while attempting to broaden 
course content. He bases his decision 
onthe success which four of his stu- 
__® dents have recently in winning na- 
tional woodworking’ prizes, -believing- 
that acceptance of lowered standards 
of workmanship sacrifices both the 
_Projech and all other objectives of a 
program. . 

The author next turns to the prob- 
lem. of encouraging better work in 
the finishing room. He suggests stim- 

* ulating a feeling of pride of workman- 
ship rather than that of “getting by. 
He warns also that permitting stu- 
dents to depend on plastic wood to 

* cover errors of workmanship is poor 
advertizing for both teacher _and 
school. ~ 


¢ An additional warning stressed by 
Mr. Burgett is that of not permitting 
the teacher ‘to do procedures which 
students dislike or have not learned. 
¢ Students, he says, learn very little 
when the teacher is excessively heip- 
ful. Furthermore, the author points 
_-out, sound training in hand tool work 
% in grade and junior high shops Is 
_vitdl, for it provides a sound basis for 
later machine work which lies more 
in|the realm of high school shop. 
According to Mr. Burgett, holding 
adents to high standards—of —w 
helps make a course occupationally 


functional. He cites examples of stu- |’ 


dents whose school-obtained skills 
have won them ready industrial em- 
ployment. Other graduates have writ- 
ten letters in appreciation of the type 
of training which streased high stand- 
ards, work discipline, and. wholesome 
respect for the right of others.

FIELD TRIP TO 
POWER CO. 
TAKEN BY MEN 


Class Members Of General - 
__ Industrial Mechanics Course - 
~ See Local Electrical Plant 

Last week the men in Mr. Reneson’s 
class in General Industrial Mechanics 
course were lucky enough to take a 
field trip. Many of the students look 
upon such an adventure merely as an 
escape from classes, but this was a 
wonderful experience for all con- 
cerned. 

Spending the afternoon in Menom- 
onie’s Northern States Power com- 
pany, the fellows gathered a wealth of 
experience firsthand. Following the 
generation of electricity from the wat- 
er-driven paddle wheels to the homes 
of Menomonie and the surrounding 
territory was like tracing a long wind- 
ing road- through the mountains. 
Charts, graph, and precision instru- 
ments line the wall, heavy ‘generating 
equipment fills the floor space, an 
miles of wire carry the electricity to 


The class also learned that itis 
the initial cost which is the big burden 
in setting up a hydro-electric plant; 
but much cheaper in the long run, be- 
ing less expensive to operate than coal 
or oil. They saw D.C. current changed 
to A.C., and found that the. plant at 
present. is too small to supply our 
town, so some of the power is brought 
in from Ceder Falls.

pr. Ray Recalls Early Days 
At Stout And Many Rewards 
From 35 Years Of Teaching 


Skilled tradesmen in America are 
pecoming better-educated everyday. 
fyen college graduates are not un- 
gmmon within their ranks. 


But did you know that there is a 
pricklayer in the United Sates holding 
, Doctor’s degree in education? 

' Yes, the Northwest claims that ex- 
jraordinary tradesman in the person 
of Dr. J. E. Ray of The Stout In- 
gtitute. A bricklayer who worked his 
way up from apprentice to master, 
he laid brick on large building pro- 
jects throughout the country, as well 
qs in the Menomonie area, while striv- 
ing to obtain the edcational qualifi- 
ations which today fit him for the 
position of chairman of the Stout 
drafting department, teacher of archi 
tectural drawing and bricklaying, and 
member of the Bricklayer’s Union. 

Dr. Ray’s story is an interesting 
me, for it personifies the educational 
‘growth of the American laboring man 
during the last half-century, and is 
idence again that the American 
‘dream of ‘unlimited opportunity for 
‘al who are willing to strive for it” 
still lives. 

Born in Philadelphia and having 
Ispent the early part of his life in 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey, he ob- 
fained his early education in the pub- 
lic schools of Salem, New Jersey. He 
left the second year of Salem high 
‘school in 1905 to attend Williamson 
‘Free School of Mechanical Trades at 
Williamson, Pennsylvania, where he 
“served an indentured apprenticeship 
for three years. Dr. Ray graduated 
ftom Williamson as a journeyman 
Irickla yer with related work in draft- 
ng. His studies also included academic 
Subjects equal to those in a regular 
-/ Mgh school course. 

_ He then went to work as a journey- 

man bricklayer from 1908 to 1914 in 

Many larger cities of the United 

tes, and on such large projects as 

Rice Hotel in Houston Texas; El 

0 De Norte, Texas; some large ho- 

in Atlantic City, and other coastal 

es; the post office in Shreveport;

“® job largely because the city of 
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Menomonie appealed to him, but he 
began teaching with no little trepida- 
tion. 

He was right about his lack of ed- 
ucational background — in three 
months he wanted to quit. Dr. Harvey, 
however, persuaded him to stay and 
after several more months things 
looked brighter to the young teacher. 
In addition, he began taking Stout 
educational courses himself—the be. 
ginning of the education-work com- 
bination which permitted him to be- 
come the “bricklayer with the doc- 
tor’s degree.” 

After taking all the courses in 
d-awing offered at Stout, and taking 
-rmmer school work at the University 
of Wisconsin, Dr, Ray began teaching 
mechanical drafting and architectural 
drafting, along with his bricklaying 
classes. By picking up courses here 
ond there while teaching, he received 
his Bachelor of Science degree in In- 
Instrial Mducation from The Stout In- 
stitute iu 1922. 

™o sny thay Stout Institute, during 
): Rey’s first years as a teacher, 
was a conservative institution is to 
cut jt mildly. As he recalls the col- 
lere before 19238: 

“All home economics girls wore 
stripped uniforms to class, and all 
students were checked into their 
lodgings at seven-thirty in the eve- 
ning. For very special occasions, eve- 
ning hours were extended to ten or 
eleven o’clock. Many parents sent their 
offspring to Stout because of the 
quaint hours and the strict moral 
training. Students were not allowed to 
have cars, smoking was forbidden, and 
even faculty members were questioned 
about their personal habits.” 

According to Dr. Ray, married stu- 
dents were unheard of in those days, 
except for those attending summer 
school. President Burton E. Nelson, 
president of the college from 19238- 
1945, was responsible for the begin- 
ning of greater personal freedom and 
the liberal thinking on the part of 
the students. 

Among the present Stout faculty 
whom Dr. Ray had in his early classes 
was Dr. Verne C, Fryklund, present 
president of Stout and now Mr. Ray’s 
boss. In spite of Dr. Ray’s rather un- 
usual manner of criticizing young 
Fryklund’s work in bricklaying at 
that time, today the two are firm 
friends. Dr. Ray says it happened this 
way: 

“Teaching before World War I was 
less scientific than it is today. I was 
trying hard to be a good teacher, and 
was maybe a bit abrupt. Whenever I

didn’t like a brick wall or corner which 
a student had constructed, I just 
kicked it over in front of the student. 
That really impressed the student and 
then we’d rebuild it together. 


“Tf I'd known then that young Fryk- 
lund would someday be president of 
the college, maybe I wouldn’t have 
kicked his work over so readily. Thank 
heavens he’s proved to be _ broad- 
minded.” 

To continue his membership in the 
Bricklayer’s union, Mr. Ray worked at 
his trade during summer vacations 
and other spare time. Most of this 
work was confined to Menomonie, 
some of these jobs being the 
home economics building at Stout, 
the Menomonie post office, the Ma- 
sonic Temple, a milk condensary, a 
church, and many other small jobs. 

Dr. Ray explains his teaching-work- 
ing combination by saying, “I’m al- 
ways eager to get back to working in 
the trade, but when school starts, I’m 
even more anxious to begin teaching.” 

In 1930, Mr. Ray received his Mast- 
er’s degree from Iowa State college 
and later continued his educational 
improvement at Saturday sessions at 
the University off Minnesota and ey- 
entually at New York university, from 
which he received his Doctorate in 
1944, 

Describing his life in Greenwich 
Village while attending New York 
university, Dr. Ray says: 

“I lived in Greenwich Village for 
over a year, and learned something 
different every day. I met authors, 
artists, and sculptors, all of whom 
were experts in their line. A person’s 
education is not complete until he has 
spent some time in New York seeing 
the art work, shows, museums, and 
the many nationalities all going some- 
where to accomplish something. Any- 
thing that can be done is done in New 
York. This city with its canyons of

brick and stone, with its teeming mill- 
ions, make one think of the wide-open 
West. New York’s the place for a 
visit; but to live in - - never.” 

In addition to keeping membership 
in the Bricklayers Union when work- 
ing at the trade, he is a member of 
several professional groups. Among 
them are the Wisconsin Educational 
association, National Educational as- 
sociation, State and National Vocat- 
jonal association, Epsilon Pi Tau, and 
Phi Delta Kappa, the latter two 
organizations honorary educational 
groups. 

Teaching and bricklaying are only 
part of Dr. Ray’s life. He has many 
hobbies which he carries on in his 
“spare” time. Whenever he is asked 
about the type of hobbies he has, 
Dr. Ray answers, “Anything on or 
near the water.” These avocations in- 
clude all types of outdoor recreation, 
swimming, skating, hunting, fishing, 
boating, camping and exploring dif- 
ferent lakes with a motor boat, hik- 
ing, or taking an old car and following 
back roads to see where they lead. 
Other hobbies include photography, 
making slides of architecture and

room use, model making in architec- 
ture, and building in masonry. At the 
present time Dr. Ray is the faculty 
adviser for the FOB fraternity on the 

Stout campus. 

He has also had an active musical 
past. He played a trumpet in the Lud- 
ington Guard band for fifteen years, 
and played in the Stout band for five 
years, as well as. directing it for two 
years. He sang in the choir of the 
Menomonie Congregational church 
with the late Harry S. Good, a prom- 
inent music lover and faculty member 
of The Stout Institute. 

Dr. Ray was married in 1916 to 
Miss Virginia Burdick of Menomonie. 
They have one daughter, Mrs. James 
G. Solberg, and two grandchildren who 
can think of nothing better than to 
go out on the lake with “Grandpa.” 
Both his wife and daughter were 
school teachers, The Ray family are 
all Stout graduates. 

Many articles on architectural draft- 
ing and bricklaying have been publish- 
ed by Dr. Ray during the past sev- 
eral years. At the present time he 
has two manuscripts in the process of 
publication. One is a complete text- 
book in bricklaying; the other is a 
text for architectural drafting. 

In looking back over his 35 years 
of teaching, Dr. Ray finds these re- 
wards: 

“Working with students has given 
me the feeling of accomplishing 
something. I have tried to treat the 
student like I would have had him 
treat me. To see them develop in 
four years is worth the effort of teach- 
ing. It is a real pleasure to have had 
some part in the growth of a stu- 
dent. Most of them respond to good 
teaching, and it is gratifying to see 
them go out into responsible teach- 
ing positions and make good.” 
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A none too prosperous clergyman 
reluctantly accepted the offer of a 
commercial firm to supply his congre- 
gation with free books containing the 
standard hymns, with the stipulation 
that a little advertising might be in- 
jected.

‘Many alumni and faculty members

In a letter recently received by Dean 
Alice Kirk from Hleanor M. Schelper, 
executive director of the Green Bay 
Area Girl Scout Council, Inc., ten camp 
counseling positions were described as 
being available between July 2-August 
17 at the established camp at Lost 
Lake in the Nicolet National Forest 
near Tipler, Wis.

An applicant should be at least 21 
years of age for the position of craft 
specialist. Based on training and ex- 
perience, the salary is $75-$80 for the 
camping period. 


Requisites for the three unit leader 
openings are the following: be at least 
21 years of age, previous experience 
with children, and have had some- 
camping background. In accordance 
with training and experience, the sal- 
ary for the season is $75-$80. 


To qualify for the three unit leader 
assistant positions, the applicants 
must be at least 18 years old and pref- 
erably have had some camping exper- 
ience. The salary is $40-$45 for the six, 
Weeks depending on experience and 
training.

SLIDES SHOWN, 
LECTURE GIVEN 
ON FURNITURE 


William Friedman Of Walker 
Art Institute Displays 
Modern Chairs And Stool 


An illustrated lecture on modern 
furniture was presented by Mr. Wil- 
liam Friedman in the Stout auditor- 
ium. Mr. Friedman, a resident of Min- 
neapolis, is Director of Modern Ex- 
hibitions at Walker Institute. 


Slides were shown of modern fur- 
niture including those for bedrooms 
and living rooms designed by well 
known designers such as Barwa, Tus- 
tel, Bartaluchi and Waltime, Nelson, 
and Matson. 

The modern chairs look very odd in 
shape, but they are shaped to accom- 
modate the body and are found to be 
most relaxing. 


The modern trend in home and fur- 
niture is simplicity and one can create 
a feeling of space out of a small area 
with good, careful planning. 


Modern furniture may be mixed 
with.traditional furniture. Traditional 
furniture does valuable things for the 
room because the ornate furniture will 


show up better in a simple background ; 


and will not seem lost. 


Some of the modern chairs are very 
comfortable and Mr. Friedman said 
that by sitting in a chair like the one 
designed by Barwa you can get an 
hour’s rest in twenty minutes. Mr. 
Friedman brought several chairs that 
were designed by Scandanavians and 
one designed by Bruno Matson from 
Sweden for the audience to sit’ in and 
try out. 


Persons have to sit in a chair and 
try it out and then make up their 
mind if they like it or not because the 
furniture does not look very comfort- 
able. 


Another modern trend is storage 
walls or storage units which take up 
very little space and give the room an 
illusion of space and good arrange- 
ment. ; 


Large windows in a bedroom or liv- 
ing room may seem a bit exposed, but 
with large drapes over the windows 
you can still find privacy. 


The rooms of 1910 and 1920 were 
only confusion and gave the impres- 
sion of being cluttered. No longer are 
people saving everything old, because 
simplicity and comfort is the modern 
aim. 


The illustrated lecture was attended 
by a large number of ‘students and 
faculty who were interested in seeing 
some of the modern trends in furniture 
and homes.

He and his wife, An- 
nette, who became his accompanist, 
made their home in Hollywood where

Since 1948 Mr. Kaufman has devot- 
ed his entire time to concert and or- 
chestral solo performances, 


Mr. Kaufman is particularly well- 
known as an exponent of new music, 
and has introduced new works of such 
distinguished contemporary composers 
as Aaron Coopland, Aram Khacha- 
turian, Robert McBride, Ernst Toch, 
and Robert Russell Bennett. He be- 
lieves that we owe a debt to the music 
of our contemporaries and their works 
should be played not merely occasion- 
ally but consistently. He says, ‘“Pres- 
ent this music to audiences for eval- 
uation. Time will select that portion 
which has permanent value and is 
worthy of living.” 

During the past summer Mr. Kauf- 
man rediscovered the first edition of 
the eight “lost” violin concertos by 
Antonio Vivaldi. The hunt for this 
musical treasure took him to Paris, 
Milan, Venice, Antwerp, and finally 
The Library of the Royal Conserva- 
tion in Brussels, where his efforts 
were successful. Mr. Kaufman’s inter- 
est in the massive work grew out of 
his recent American recording of the 
four known concertos of the group, 
entitled “I Quattro Stagioni.”

Here are several of 
those aims direct from a bulletin pub- 
lished by the NSA. 


The United States National Student 
Association (NSA) is an organization 
of college student bodies, represented 
through their student governments. It 
was created to serve the long-existing 
need for a representative intercollegi- 
ate organization designed to serve the 
American Students Community, and 
to promote students interests and wel- 
fare. 

NSA’s aims and purposes are dedi- 
cated to maintain academic freedom, 
stimulate and improve democratic 
Student Governments, develop better 
educational standards; improve stu- 
dent welfare, promote international 
understanding, guarantee to all people 
equal rights and possibilities for ed- 
ucation and hasten the recognition of 
the rights and responsibilities of stu- 
dents to the school, the community, 
humanity and God, and to preserve 
the interests and integrity of the gov- 
ernment and constitution of the 
United States of America. 

A national student organization is 
a valuable catalyst in the process of 
creating a community consciousness 
on the part of students which will 
help permeate the university atmo-

ly was presented to the Wisconsin 
bly was presented ‘to the Wisconsin 
Region NSA Executive Committee by 
Warren Barberg, Stout Student» Govy- 
erning board member. The executive 
meeting was held at Madison on Sat- 
urday, February 25, the main purpose 
being the planning of the spring 
assembly. The date for the assembly 
was set as the week-end of April 22, 
from 7:00 Friday until 12:00 Sunday. 

The assembly will be divided into 
four commissions, each discussing only 
the problems arising in its particular 
area. The four areas are educational 
problems, student life and student 
government, international affairs, and 
a just recently proposed commission 
of the problems of state teachers col- 
leges. 

At the close of the final committee 
meetings Saturday afternoon, each 
commission will type up its minutes 
along with the conclusions drawn and 
the resolutions they have to make and 
then mimeograph them, so that at the 
final plenary session Sunday morning, 
each member of the assembly will be 
able to have a copy of the material 
covered by the other three commiss- 
ions as well as that of his own area. 
At this time the assembly will cover 
the results of the four commissions. 

It is through the discussions in the 
commission and round-table meetings 
that school representatives are able 
to find possible solutions to the prob- 
lems confronting their particular stu- 
dent body.

Points considered were the establish- 
ment of need for the plant, obtain- 
ment of local authorization, financial 
methods, selection of architect and 
engineer, obtainment of state indus- 
trial commission approval, contractor 
selection through bidding procedure, 
and miscellaneous items of importance 
during actual construction. 
Observations based upon experience 
were that planning for future needs is 
vital yet most difficult to achieve, that 
building flexibility is essential, and 
that most building represents a com- 
promise between educational needs and 
financial limitations. If the proposed 
building is to be erected on a new 
location, selection of this site is an- 
other major problem which sometimes 
brings forth such a conflict of com- 
munity interests that the construction 
mav be indefinitely vostnoned.

LUTHER COLLEGE 
BAND TO GIVE 
CONCERT SATURDAY 


At 8 o’clock Saturday evening, 
March 11, the Luther college concert 
band will present a concert in the 
Stout auditorium. This band is from 
Luther college in Decorah, Iowa, and 
has traveled from coast to coast in 
America. It has given one hundred 
and fifty concerts in Europe. Some 
European cities in which the band has 
given concerts are Oslo, London, Par- 
is, Berlin, and Copenhagen. 

This band was the only college 
band selected to play at the Panama- 
Pacific exposition in San Francisco. 
It was featured at the century of pro- 
gress exposition in Chicago, and thir- 
ty thousand people heard and ap- 
plauded a concert at Mitchell Park in 
Milwaukee. 

The conductor of the band is Mr. 
Weston H. Noble, who studied under 
Dr. Carol A. Sperati (deceased), the 
colorful pioneer conductor of the band. 
Mr. Noble is one of the country’s 
youngest conductors of a concert band 
“with a reputation.”

Thirty five years ago today, our 
forefathers brought forth to this In- 
stitute a school publication, dedicated 
to the proposition that news of stu- 
dent interest be publicized for all to 
read and be informed. 

If the rhythm of these lines is some- 
what similar to those immortal words 
of Abe Lincoln’s Gettysbury address, 
the similarity is intentional, for it 
was thirty five years ago today, 
March 17, that the first copies of 
Stout’s publication were run off the 
press. 

At that time, the paper was known 
as the Weekly News—for want of a 
better name. Three issues of the paper 
were published with this name, and 
then, in reply to a request for a name 
more suitable to the school and paper, 
such as Pi and Pies, Stout Weekly 
and Stoutonia were submitted for 
printing class selection. The latter 
name was the one selected at that 
time, and it has stood the test of time 
and remained the name of the college 
paper ever since. 

When the paper was first put out, it 
was a small four-page four-column 
paper, five by eight inches in size. It 
remained that size until the increased

published by the NSA. 


“Who. determines NSA policy? Pro- 
grams and policies are promoted for 
the benefit of the entire association 
and represent the membership. Indi- 
vidual members,’ however, are not 
bound by all programs nor must each: 
institution feel legally bound by all 
policies. These policies are the goals: 
which NSA is striving for, not to be 
violated in principle or action, but al- 
ways subject to the modifications 


necessitated -by indiyidual circum- 


stances. Local policy of NSA may be 


determined by the regional organiza- 
tion. 


What are the regional organizations 


of the NSA? Each member of the 
NSA_ also belong to one of its 24 
geographical regions. Regional assem- 
blies, meeting several times during the 


year, determine programs for their 
area and appoint individual members 
to supervise their execution. The re- 


gional organization is the agency pri- 
marily responsible for supervising the 


intercollegiate activities of NSA and 


maintaining direct contact with each 
of the member ‘schools. : 
How does a member collége par- 


ticipate in NSA? There is no standard 


organization for campus participation 
in NSA; each college adapta its NSA 


activities to its ow 1 particular extra-| 


curricular program.

Storage And Work Cabinet 


Two freshman sections in element- 
ary machine woodwork, working un- 
der the direction of Mr. H. M. Hansen, 
have undertaken the project of con- 
structing a thirty-two foot permanent 
storage and work cabinet of break- 
front design for use in the Stout art 


department. Plans at present are to| 


have the cabinet completed by the end 
of the semester. \ 


The project is one of the largest 


ever to be undertaken in the Stout cab-- 


inet shops, and when finished will 
comprise the efforts of a quarter’s 
work for over fifty people. Mr. Han- 
sen emphasized that stress through- 
out the quarter would. be laid upon 
the educational opportunities avail- 
able in the construction of such a pro- 


cabinet as is being done now, will save 
the school in excess of $750. 

Construction of the cabinet, in it- 
self, is only part of a large-scale re- 
decoration project being done in the 
Stout art department. Home furnish- 
ing classes for more fhan a semester 
have geen hard at work designing cab- 
inets, planning color schemes, and per- 
forming the operations necessary for 
the long-range decoration. 

This is not the first large project to 
be-undertaken in this manner, In the 
past at Stout, ‘many large jobs have 
been handled expertly in the wood- 
working shops, always with the same 
excellent results.

This examination is recommended 
for all prospective teachers on the 
theory that prospective teachers 
should be able to demonstrate that 
they are above average intelligence, 
culture, and professional preparation.

Teachers examinations of this type 
|help in a number of ways. The exam- 
ination report serves as an important 
basis for student guidance and self- 
study by revealing strengths and 
weaknesses in areas measured by the 
test. It can also be used as a compre- 
hensive examination for undergrad- 
uates and as a qualifying exam for 
graduate students. 

Students are not required to take 
this examination, but many school 
superintendents and boards of educa- 
tion require teaching applicants to’ 
submit scores they received on the 
test, so it is therefore an asset for an 
individual to take the examination.

The endless stream of human prob- 
Jems which Veterans Administration 
helps to solve every year is reflected 
_ jin the 15,500,000 personal interviews 
that VA employees conducted with 
veterans, their dependents or benefic- 
jaries during the last fiscal year. 

The problems involved benefits ad- 
ministered by VA under laws enacted 
by the Congress—one of the nation’s 
largest mutual life insurance opera- 
tions, the greatest mass education and 
job-training program in the history 
of the United States, death claims, 
disability claims, GI Bill loans, auto- 
mobiles for amputees, “wheel chair” 
homes for seriously disabled veterans, 
guardianships among several others. 

In some cases, many interviews were 
required with each individual to arrive 


"at a satisfactory solution; in most 


cases, a single interview sufficed. 

The story of this big “human” op- 
eration is related in the Administra- 
tor’s Annual Report for Fiscal Year 
1949 to the Congress, now available 
from the Superintendent of Docu- 
ments, U.S. Government Printing Of- 
fice, Washington 25, D.C., at 65 cents 
per copy. 

Here are some of the highlights:

At the end of the fiscal year, 
2,313,545 veterans were receiving dis- 
ability compensation, pension or Army 
retirement pay from VA. In addition, 
960,000 dependents of deceased vet- 
erans were drawing death compensa- 
tion or pension payments. 

The average number of veterans in 
education or training under Federal 
laws administered by VA _ totaled 
2,272,000 during the year. 

VA handled nearly 300,000 applica- 
tions for GI home, business or farm 
loans during the year. 

Approximately $450 million in un- 
employment allowances and another 
$65 million in self-employment allow- 
ances were paid out during the year 
under the GI Bill. 

The number of beneficiaries under 
the VA guardianship program in- 
creased by 34,861 during the year to 
reach a high of 231,861 wards on June 
30, 1949. ‘ 

Approximately 200,000 employees 
Dive Reoaged in administering the VA 
program during the year. 

Total expenditures for the year 
amounted to $6,985,493,167, including

During the year, the veteran popu- 
lation increased from 18,760,000 to 
18,943,000.

The latest copy of the Congression- 
al Quarterly Almanac has been re- 
ceived by The Stout Institute library 
and is now available for use. This 
publication is the authoratative re- 
ference on Congress and cgntains 
much information and many statistics 
of value to students and faculty. It is 
looked upon as the detailed story of 
what happened in Congress during the

Dick Fryklund, son of President 
Verne C. Fryklund, is affiliated with 
the organization which publishes the 
volume.

We of the Stoutonia staff feel that 
this letter was prompted through mis- 
information on the part of all who 
have discussed the problem.

registration for these Instructor

The First Aid class will meet at 
6:30 p.m. on Monday, Apirl 24. The 
Water Safety class will meet at 6:30 
on Tuesday, April 25. Both classes 
will hold their first meeting in the 
lecture room on third floor of the 
Physical Education building. 


Mr. Cram will also teach a course 
in Accident Prevention for the stu- 
dents in the Safety Education course, 
which is taught by Mr. Ray Kran- 
zusch, 


Mr. Cram, American Red Cross field 
representative for safety services in 
Wisconsin and the Upper Michigan 
Peninsula, has been active in the field 
of safety education for the past eight 
years. Prior to that time he was a 
physical education instructor in the 
public schools of Des Moines and West 
DeMoines, Iowa. : 


Cram visits Red Cross chapters in 
his territory to advise them on the 
planning and promotion of their First 
Aid, Water Safety, and Accident Pre- 
vention programs. He first assumed 
the post of field representative in 
1942. During World War II he re- 
signed to serve as a officer with the 
Navy and in 1946 accepted a position 
as director of Safety Services in the 
San Antonio, Texas, chapter. He re- 
joined the Red Cross Midwestern Area 
staff, however, in 1946. 


A graduate of Iowa State Teachers 
college, Cedar Falls, lowa, Mr. Cram 
obtained his master’s degree from 
Iowa University in Iowa City. He is 
a member of the Navy Reserve, the 
American Legion, Alpha Delta Alpha 
fraternity, and the Masonic order.

Her products will include an eggless 
mayonnaise, an ice box dessert, and 
a beverage.

DR. M. TSUZAKI VISITS 
| STOUT ON TOUR OF U.S. 


Japanese College Dean 

Relates Changes In School 

Systems Since The War 

The Stout Institute recently played 
host to Dr. M. Tsuzaki, Dean of the 
Engineering faculty of Ibaragi Uni- 
versity, Hidachi City, Ibaragi Pre- 
fecture, Japan. Mr. Tsuzaki toured 
the school surveying industrial and 
vocational education as part of his 
Special study in the United States. 

Mr. Tsuzaki was advised by the 
state department on foreign relations 
to visit Stout for his interest in voca- 
tional and industrial arts training 
where his stay was arranged by Dean 
Bowman in the absence of President 
Fryklund. 

During an interview with Dr.Tsu- 
zaki current changes in Japanese edu- 
cation, much of it being the result of 
American influence since the war was 
discussed. Before the war Japanese 
education consisted of six year com- 
Pulsory elementary grades, five year 
“middle school”, three year higher 
School partly supported by the gov- 
ernment, and three years of Univer- 
sity. Technical schools were included 
with the three year higher training. 

Since the war and under American 
direction, the system has followed the 
United States pattern: six elementary 
Srades and three junior high grades, 
both compulsory, although the three 
junior high grades are causing the 
Fovemment .Cinoneial  diffign ine 
government financial difficulties 
Then there are three grades ‘that cox- 
respond to the U. S. senior high 
school which also includes technical 
school. Finally four years of college 
or university are added. 

It is the hope of Mr. Tsuzaki that 
their technical schools may be improv- 
ed and industrial arts courses added. 
Japan has 17 universities compared 
to the ten that existed before the war. 

During his stay here Mr. Tsuzaki, 
was assisted by two Hawaiian stu- 
dents attending Stout, who acted as 
interpreters. They were Taheshi Hir- 
ano and Sado Kishimato, both of 
whom saw active service during the 
war as interpreters jin the Armed 
Forces.

manufactured book papers mostly used 
for magazines, plus some advertising 
purposes. It is a coated on-the-machine 
paper made entirely from wood, nanie- 
ly spruce, from Canada and northern 
United States. Approximately a two’ 
million dollar supply of wood is kept 
stored near the mill at all times. The 
amount of wood used in making the 
Paper averages about 300 cords per 
day. 

The main ingredients: that go into 
making paper at the Kimberly mill are 
ground wood, sulphite, clay, alum, siz- 
ing, and color. The paper machines pro- 
duce 700 to 900 feet of paper per min- 
ute. Half way through the paper ma- 
chine the sheet runs through the coat- 
er where the paper is coated and then 
redried. From the paper machine, the 
rolls of paper go through the super-

|SEWING TABLE 


ON TRIAL. IN 
CLOTHING LAB 


A trial sewing table, combining a 
roll-a-way sewing machine and a 
“pull-out” cutting table, has now been 
in use for nearly two weeks in Miss 
Jeter’s clothing laboratory. 

Plans for the table had long been 
under discussion. Drawings were made 
by Mr. Roen, and the table was con- 
structed by an outside firm. The tab- 
le measures 86” by 87”, and is made 
of oak. 

Besides the roll-away sewing table 
and “pull-out” cutting table, there are 
also these practical features: a wide 
cupboard for purses” and books, a 
drawer for attachments, a middle 
section for the storage of a portable 
ironing board and pressing equipme:t, 
and a drawer on ‘the other side for 
each girl to keep her material and 
sewing equipment. 

Girls have been using the table to 
discover any necessary changes which Ff, 
may be “worked into” the other nine 
tables yet tobe constructed. Some-of 
the suggestions already made. are: 
“Make the drawer for the attachments 
deeper,” and “Place the sewing mach- 
ine on the right hand side a few in- 
ches closer to the end.”

Committee States That The 
Surplus Money Problem Was

now gives its rebuttal to both Fland- 
ers and Sommers.) 


To the Editor of the Stoutonia: 


In the March 31 issue of the Stout- 
onia the Assembly-Lyceum Committee 
was criticized by Mr. Lee Flanders for 
its failure to disseminate any news 
concerning the disposal of an “eight 
hundred odd dollar’ surplus, and by 
Mr. Glenn Sommers, a reporter for 
the Stoutonia, for its failure to coop- 
erate with the staff of the paper. The

of the Asean fossa decided that 
the Committee’s suggestion for spend-:

Mr. Flanders did not know the facts 
when he stated that the Assembly- 
Lyceum Committee rejected the. Stu- 
dent Governing Board’s recommenda- 
tion to buy a new movie projector and 
when he stated that the money now 
lies dormant.

After sea” years of scientifically 
controlled testing and development, 
the Veterans Adminstration is mak- 
ing the suction socket artificial leg 
available to eligible veterans who have 


suffered leg amputations above /'the 


knee of a character which makes its 
use medically feasible. rt 

The VA said that during the past 
two years, it had-tested more than 
500 amputee veterans in its experi- 
mental program on the suction socket 
leg. Suce results were obtained 
in a great majority of the cases, the 
VA -said. 

This ‘above-knee artifical leg dif- 
fers from the conventional artifical | sician, 
leg in that it has no pelvic hinges or 
suspension: harness. The leg is held to 


the stump b te suction created 
in the cl socket each time the leg 
is lifted from the ground in walking. 

The socket leg is designed 


to give greater freedom of movement 
in -all directions, appears more like 
part of the body and does away with 
the discomfort of the pelvic belt (a 
heavy belt with steel hinge fitted to 
the waist). 

- The earliest known refersiice to the 


suction socket is in a patent issued by |) 


the United States Office in 1863 to 
Dubois D. Parmelee of New York. The 
principle of the suction socket was the 
attachment of the socket to the am- 
putee’s stump by atmospheric pres- 
sure. 

Others, both in this country and 
abroad, experimented be a the suc- 
tion socket principle of suspension, but 
it was only after-the recent war that 


this country studied the suction socket |. 


leg in a cooperative program of limb 
makers, medical experts and scientists. 

With the joint cooperation of the 
Advisory Committee on Artifical 
Limbs of the National Research Coun- 
cil, University of California, Ortho- 
pedic Appliance and Limb Manufac- 
turers Association, the Army, Navy 
and other interested organizations, the 
VA sponsored an extensive program 
to determine the possibilities and lim- 
itations of the suction socket limb.

calenders which put a smooth hard fin- 
ish on the paper. The rolls.of paper are 
then cut into sheets of vurious. sizes, 
sorted and inspected, trimmed, wrap- 
ped, and shipped to the customers. 


Due to an insufficient source of water 
power the Kimberly mill generates most 
of its own hydro electric power by 
steam from coal. To produce the 10 
car loads of paper shipped out every 
day requirements are “tons of coal, 
red water, 6 
million gallons of screened water, and 
300 cords of wood, plus a multitude of 
other materials. It requires approxi- 
mately 1 cord of wood, 1 ton of coal, 
and 56,000 gallons of water to produce 
1 ton of paper. To provide the Kimbrely 
mill of enough pulp wood in the fuiure, 
reforestration ineasures to balance the 
cutting have been developed to a point 
where the Kimberly mill is assured of 
a perpetuity of pulp supply. / 


At 1:00 the group assembled at the 
Appleton Post Crescent ‘newspaper 
plant. The tour of the plant began in 
the busine ffice,; where the reporters 
and others begin the paper, then to the 
photographer where pictures are-fixed 
up or taken for the paper, nex: to the 
composing room, and then to the press- 
room where a 48 page paper comes off 
the press printed, folded, inserted, and 
‘counted at the rate of 400 per minute. 


One of the newest inventions in news- 
paper production has been in use by 
the Appleton Post Crescent for about a 
year. It is the teletypesetter. News 
brought in by wire is automatically 
typed on the teletype machine. After 
the news is screened, an operator takes 
this typed news and sets it on a tele> 
typesetter which punches holes in a 
ribbon of paper: the ‘holes or combina- 
tions of holes represent letters of the 
alphabet. The ribbon is then put in the 
teletypesetter attachment on the lino- 
type machine and the machine runs au- 
tomatically, Using this method, one lin- 
otype operator could keep an eye on 
and operate two or three machines at 


‘one time. 


-From the newspaper plant, the group 
went to the Appleton Coated Paper 
company.- There they saw paper coated 
by various means in a variety of colors. 
The Appleton Coated Paper company 
does not produce any of their own pa- 
per; buying it they coat it atcording 
to customer orders. The mill produces 
several different types of coatings, 
coats almost any kind of paper, and 
has a versatile selection of colors. It 
does not have a supply. af.coated pa- 
pers but fills customers orders directly. 

Friday morning found the field trip- 
pers at the Marathon Company Ink 
plant. Here also a brief lecture was 
given as to the ingredients and proces- 
sing involved in the manufacture of 
printing inks. Different inks for the dif- 
ferent printing processes and various 
printing presses are made in a wide 
range of colors. Here also the custom- 
er can have ink made to suit his par- 
ticular needs. e 


After the tour of the ink plant the 
group spent the remainder of the morn- 
ing in the School of Vocational and 
Adult Education in Menasha, Wiscon- 
sin. The school has junior high school 
of seventh and eigth grade, four years 
of senior high school, two years of Un- 
iversity Extension work, and the Voca- 
tional school, having apprenticeship 
training and trade extension. Trade ex- 
tension consists of 400 hours of school 
training along with six years in the 
trade. The head of the’ printing depart- 
ment, Harold Griffith, gave the group 
a“hearty welcome. Mr. Griffith is a 
graduate of Stout and has been in the 


printing trade for 35 years. There are {-— 
“a great many printing industries and: 


other industries related to printing in 


s 


that area and consequently a demand 
for labor qualified along those lines. 
Mr. Griffith acts as a coordinator be- 
tween the industries and the school 
in_an attempt to solve industry's prob- 
lems, According to Mr. Griffith, an an- 
alysis of the-area as to positions avail- 
able is made in an attempt to help 
place students to the benefit of indus- 
try and the student. 


Mr.: Griffith also gave the group much 
sound philosophy on teaching. He said, 
“Teaching is a satisfying experience. 
In being a-specialist you must know 
whqt is going on ahead and behind 
you to get along in your speicalty. Al- 
so you must have a capacity and in- 
terest in your work to get along in it 
and remain ‘happy. In being in a school 
it is 1 good thing for a teacher to find 
out what the student loves to do most 
of all and then help him to reach suc- 
cess in that which he loves, This, how- 
ever, is a difficult job. Now. schools 
nave exploratory courses and exper- 
iences which are a valuable aid in suc- 
cessful guidance. It is a hard thing not 
to put students where they should not 
be. In teaching, the new teacher should 
not expect every day to be rosy: Teach- 
Ag is not a Utopia. Kids size up a 
veacher consciously or unconsciously 
4nd can make teaching a very trying 
sxperience. The teacher should attempt 
‘o place a good attitude in his pupils, 
for if their attitude is right, the teacher 
van teach them anything. The teacher's 


Also Mr. Griffith said to-be up to date 
and accept new ideas in the teaching 
field when they were proved sound. He 
said, however, “Be evolutionary in 
method rather than revolutinary."” Ac- 
cording to Mr. Griffith the satisfaction

Doc took the group on a tour 
of the school shops, Home Economics 
laboratory, and athletic department. 


After dinner. the field trippers spent 
two hours in the North Western Engrav- 
ing company. A guide took them 
through in small groups giving detail- 
ed explanations on the various: pro- 
cesses of making engraved printing 
plates, and answering all questions 
asked by the group along the way. The 
plant makes various plates for many 
different printing firms and also school 
year books.

The Neenah 
mill produces high grade rag content 
business papers. The. paper ranges 
from the base quality of 25% rag con- 
tent to the best quality of 100% rag 
content. 


The basic process in making the pa- 
per is the same, except the rags are 
used in place of wood. The speed and 
size of the machines vary, however, in 
order to produce a higher grade paper. 
The equipment is designed for quality 
instead of quantity. The paper ma- 
chines therefore produce about 250 feet 
feet of paper per minute compared with 
1400 feet per minute on some paper ma- 
chines making paper from wood fibers. 


At five o'clock Saturday evening a 
tired and weary group pulled into Men- 
omonie after an interesting and very 
educational two and a half days of field 
tripping.

GREEN BAY VOCATIONAL - 


In response to a plea for alumni 


| news, recently issued by — National 


Alumni Secretary Herbert Anderson, 
the following biographical sketch and 
newspaper reprint was submitted by 
H, O. Eiken, director of the Green Bay 
eit of Vocational and Adult Edu- 
cation 


Mr. Eiken began his college train- 
ing at Oshkosh State Teachers college. 
He then taught two years—one at 
Wausaukee, 
Beach, North Dakota. He left teaching 
to enter the 341st Field Artillery of 
the 89th Division in World . War I, 
serving in Francé ‘and occupied Ger- 
many. 


Upon his return from service, Mr. 


Eiken entered The Stout Institute 


summer session and by returning sum- 
mers he earned his Bachelor’s degree 
in 1928. He earned a Master’s degree 
at the University of Wisconsin, also 
by summer session attendance. 


While obtaining his degrees, he in- 
augurated the Ashland, Wisconsin, 
program Of Vocational and Adult Edu- 
cation. In 1924 Mr. Eiken went to 
Antigo as Director of Vocational and 
Adult Education. Since 1928 he has 
held the directorship of the Green Bay 
School of Vocational and Adult Edu- 
cation, 


With his letter, Mr. Eiken enclosed 
a copy of the Vocational Record, a 
publication of his Green Bay school. It 
contains-a reprint ofaGreenBay 
Press Gazette, article describing the 
rapid growth of the Green Bay School 
of Vocational and Adult Education. 


According to the article, Green Bay 
is well in front in the growth of voc- 
ational education in Wisconsin. 
By 1912, only one year after the ‘first 
vocational educational law in the Unit- 
ed States, Green Bay’s school opened. 


Originally, the article states, the 
peak enrollment was 75 to 100 per- 
sons in a curriculum limited to such 
courses as cooking, sewing, and Amer- 
icanization. Teachers were selected on 
the basis of “practical experience” 
rather than on educational. prepar- 
ation. 

Within two years, however, the 
school required larger quarters. In 
spite of such problems as water seep- 
age in the building, the Press Gazette 
notes that the enrollment continued to 
grow until additional shops were set 
up in an old YMCA,’* 

In 1930, a'three story building was 
built solely for vocational training. 
Within ten years an addition was nec- 
essary, and in 1946 the federal govern- 
ment added a war- pol building

Mr. Eiken, director, and Miss Emma 
Toule, assistant director, are quoted 
by the article as saying the school’s 
growth is not surprising. The Direc- 
tors say: “If jobs are scarce, people 
enrol] to increase their desirability to 
an employer, or they register to fill 
in their vacant hours. In a depression, 
young people enrol] because they can’t 
find work. In war-time, people enroll 
for special training to méet the de- 
mands of industry. If jobs are plen- 
tiful, people go to school part-time to 
advance more rapidly.”

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DRIVER EDUCATION 

If a:single castastrophe killed 
more than 800,000 youngsters, 
the nation would be jolted into 
action. Yet such a death and in- 
jury toll is a yearly average for 
motorists under 25 years of age.

Insurance companies are well 
aware of the high accident rates 
for young motorists. In our own’ 
state this year we approved se- 
parate insurance rates for driv- 
ers under 25. These run up to 20 
per cent higher than do the 
rates for cars used in business --- 
formerly the highest rated 
group. 

While a minority of ydéung 
drivers has given us all a bad 
reputation, the statistics are 
definitely against us, and there

The answer is simple, but all- 
inclusive : “Supplies are being 
grossly wasted.” To substantiate 
this fact, one need realize only 
that the present rate of towel 
usage alone has risen to $100 a 
month. According to the custo- 
dian of anpouee students recent- 
ly expended $54.00 worth of 
towels in a mere seven days. This 
is 4% of the total planned for 
the entire year. 


Neither the administration of 
the college nor the State of Wis- 
consin wishes to neglect in any 
way the proper needs of students 
in regard to sanitary supplies. 
However, a recent survey of lo- 
cations in which such supplies 
are provided, reveals definite 
evidence that wastage of these 
items has_ reached the point 
where budget. allowances just 
won’t stretch to cover both needs 
and waste. 

The college can furnish sup- 
plies only to the extent to which 
the legislativa budget appropri- 
ates funds. When the funds are 
gone—so are the supplies. And 
what.is the solution? It is that 
each-user of sanitary supplies 
on campus utilize only as much 
as he really needs; that he take 
only his fair : a

For the second year, the Division 
of Home Economics at The Stout In- 
stitute was invited to participate in 
the Twin City’s Career Day. This 
year’s event was held on April 28 
in Minneapolis and the theme of the 
day was “Forty-niners on the Job.” 
A limited number of Home Econom- 
ics undergraduates and one faculty 
member form each college and un- 
iversity in the North Central region 
attended. 


Last year, Dean Kirk and _ three 
students attended the career meet- 
ing. This year, Miss Lillian Jeter ac- 
companied the student group, which 
included Rosella Trangsrud, Faye 
Lehner, and Jean Carswell. 


Many tours representing various 
fields of interest, such as foods, food 
services, equipment, advertising, tex- 
tiles and clothing were arranged for 
the morning. Each guest had time for 
two tours. Those taken by one or 
more of the Stout group were as fol- 
lows: 


1. A kitchen equipment tour was 
taken to the establishment of the 
Minneapolis Gas company. There the 
director of the home service depart- 
ment explained the functions and the 
types of home service activities that 
‘are carried out by the ten home econ- 
omists employed there. The Minne- 
apolis Gas company has the largest 
home service department in the coun- 
try, its major activity being that of 
home calls. The groups were taken 
through offices, the telephone room, 
the auditorium, the test kitchen, and 
the kitchen planning center of this 
establishment. 


2. A second tour was that to Day- 
ton’s Sky Room to see the dining 
rooms and the large compartment 
kitchen. This kitchen, in which an 
average of 4000 meals a day are pre- 
pared, consists of one long rectangu- 
lar main kitchen and several separate 
rooms, each for the preparation of 
all baked goods, candy, ice cream, and 
meats. The meat unit has three meat 
lockers, one for fish, one for fowl, 
and one for all other meats. 

8. Another Dayton tour was one on 
textiles and clothing where the 
groups were taken to one of the tex- 
tile training rooms. Then a home 
economist on the staff told about the 
Dayton training program for their 
textiles sales personnel and of the 
opportunities available in this field 
for trained home economics gradu- 
ates.

4, An advertising and journalism 
tour was made to the Ohmstead E. 
Foley Advertising establishment. 
There the functions of an advertising 
agency were explained. A tour was 
made of the building at which the 
groups were shown the steps by 
which advertising copy is produced. 
Teleslides of business ads and of 
some of the homes in which the pro- 
products advertised are tested were 
also shown. 


5. Another textiles and clothing tour 
was to the Strutwear company. Here 
‘the group was shown the entire pro- 
cess of the making of nylon stock- 
‘ings to the final inspecting, pairing, 
packaging and shipping. In the course 
of the tour, the guide gave several 
valuable suggestions for the buying 
and caring for nylon hose. 

Strutwear also makes several 
types of lingerie. The cutting, as- 
sembling, trimming, making, press- 
ing, and packaging of these garments 
was seen, 


6. A tour which was taken by all 
of the Stout group was that to the 
General Mills Testing and Research 
laboratories. Probably the most in- 
teresting part of this tour was that 
through the five kitchen and the din- 
ing room. The latter was furnished 
entirely in early American antiques, 
most of which had come from old 
New England homes. The “Terrace” 
kitchen is the one in which all of the 
meals are prepared and the product 
tasting and demonstration work is 
done. The other four kitchens, “Ka- 
mera,” “Polka Dot,” “Tomorrows,” 
and “Experimental,” are respectively 
for the photographing of products, 
the testing of electrical equipment, 
the testing and evaluating of pro- 
ducts, and for work done one new 
recipes and products.

The afternoon session wag given 
over to the presentation of a number 
of short topics which are designed to 
show undergraduates the type of work 
they would be expected to be 
able to do should they chose to enter 
the business field. The topics were as 
follows: 

1. “What are the opportunities for 
Home Economists in the Business 
field and what do you have to know 
to do these jobs?” 

The value of as many home eco- 
nomics courses as possible was pre- 
sented, including large quantity cook- 
ery, because of consumer requests for 
help in this operation of food for 
large groups, food _ preservation, 
household equipment as well as mas. 
tery of English composition, courses 
in journalism, as much art. as pos- 
sible, physics, etc. 

2. Consumer Correspondence was an 
interesting topic. Delegates were told 
that over 2000 letters are received 
daily at the Betty Crocker Kitchens. 
It is the work of six women to read 
these letters, classify them, and refer 
them to the proper specialists to be 
answered. Most of the letters are re- 
quests for information; some are 
letters of praise and each day’s mail 
brings enough good laughs to bright- 
en the day for the staff, as illustrated 
by the request for information as to 
how to cook potato sprouts and where 
to purchase scalded milk. These let- 
ters show definite trends which set 
the pattern of the work of the home 
economics staff. The present trend is 
concerned with foods for entertain- 
ing. 

8. The topic “Food Photography” 
vividly presented the vast amount of 
planning that goes into the produc- 
tion of a picture for an ad—the con- 
juring up of an idea, the conferences 
with executives and art personnel, the 
great expense of running the ad, and 
the excitement and joy experienced 
by everybody concerned in the pro- 
duction of an ad which has material- 
ly increased sales. 

4. “Recipe Testing and Editing” 
was entertainingly and effectively 
presented in the form of a skit. An 
unbelievable amount of work goes in- 


to the testing of each recipe. After 
exhaustive tests have been made in 
the testing kitchens, the recipe is 
tried out in various sections of the 
country by practical homemakers. 
homemaker is 


Then an average 
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brought into the test kitchen to make 
the recipe while the testing experts 
observe her at work. If she has any 
difficulty, it is obvious that still fur- 
ther work must be done on the re- 
cipe. Hach recipe put out by the com- 
pany represents an expenditure of 
about ten thousand dollars. 


5. In the topic “Applying for a 
Job” many helpful suggestions were 
made. Applicants were instructed in 
techniques which would aid them in 
making ‘a favorable impression, They 
were urged to make preparation for 
the interview by making an appoint- 
ment in advance, by bringing with 
them a neat and well organized paper 
telling of their qualifications and 
background experience, a paper which 
could be clipped to the application 
blank. The value of a ready smile 
and a sense of humor was stressed. 


6. The day’s program closed with a 
television show. Television is still so 
new as a sales medium that anyone in 
the audience who had ever before seen 
a television show was said to be an 
authority in the field; those people 
owning television sets were said to be 
experts and anyone who had partic- 
ipated in a television show was con- 
sidered to be a super-expert. All 
HEIB’s were feeling the pressure of 
getting ready for television because it 
is proving to be an excellent sales 
medium and has developed much more 
rapidly than had been anticipated. 
Home economists are being welcomed 
especially on the informational tel- 
evision shows, which is what home- 
makers are demanding, the qualifi- 
cations being especially technical 
skill backed up with knowledge. 


The last item on the day’s agenda 
was a delicious snack consisting of a 
very refreshing milk and fruit drink, 
appetizers, coffee and cookies.

Force college graduates who have 
majors in dietetics. — 


This is one of the newest develop- 
ments in the field of Home Economics, 


according to Dean Kirk, and one that 


will. probably interest many Home 
Economists who have specialized in 
food service and dietetics. 


Major General G. Armstrong, Sur- 
geon General of the U. S. Air Force, an- 
nounced that a litnited number of wo- 
men will be accepted each year for 
post graduate training from among 
qualified applicants who desire to be- 
come dietetians, occupational thera- 
pists, or physical therapists in the Wo- 


men’s Medical Specialist Corps of the|' 


U. S. Air Force Medical Service. The 
training is‘ currently being conducted 
by the Army Medical Department. 


The courses are dietetic internship, 
physical therapy training course, and 
occupational therapy clinical affliation. 


To apply for a dietetic internship, an 
applicant must have a bachelor of 
science in either foods and nutrition 
or institution management. 


To be eligible for the physical ther- 
apy training course, an applicant must 
have a bachelor’s degree, with major 
emphasis in physical education or the 
biological sciences.

Money For Street Closing 
Released By’Governor And 
Plans Approved By State 
Work on the eagerly-awaited street 

closing project. at The Stout Institute 

began formally last Friday, May 6, 

according to Harold Fletcher, Men- 

omonie contractor, who is making the 
improvements. 

To all those who bombard him with 
the question “When will the job be 
finished?” Mr. Fletcher can answer 
only, “It depends on Menomonie’s - 
‘spring’ weather, but we’ll certainly 
complete work as soon as possible.” 

Money for the street closing was 
released last week by Governor Oscar 
Rennobohm, after plans and _ specifi- 
cations had been approved by the 
state architect. Money for the clos- 
ing was appropriated by the Wiscon- 
sin State Legislature. Work on the 
project will be of two major types: 
the removal of somé’ existing road- 
way and then the refilling of vacated 
streets and the later addition of some 
new facilities. 

Removal of present facilities in- 
cludes the breaking up and removal 
of the present roadway, which con- 
sists of both cement and blacktop. Al- 
so to be torn out are the curbs along 
the roadway. 

In addition to the filling and seed- 
ing of the vacated streets, severa! 
service driveways are planned for 
easier delivery of materials to the 
college. An automobile turnaround 
will be added on Wilson. ; 

A final top dressing and seeding 
will then add the necessary landscap- 
ing touches to the beautified campus.

AUDIO-VISUAL 
CLASS VISITS

The group als. toured 
the University of Minnesota Audio- 
Visual center, where the coordinator 

texplained the program of audio-vis- 
| ual instruction, production, and serv- 
es. Both the high school and the uni- 
versity are advancing their programs, 
and both places proved to:be of inter- 
est and of help to the audio-visual 
class, 


The field trip not only was an ex- 
cellent example of good audio-visual 
instruction, but it emphasized the 
fact that more audio-visual instruc- 
tion is needed, and that something is 
being done to meet this need. The 
audio-visual class feels that Stout has 
an excellent opportunity to promote 
good instruction by using audio-visual 
methods in all courses, for, students 
will teach as they themselves are 
taught. :

FACULTY RATING PLAN 
CATCHES ON IN REGION 


Faculty evaluation programs are 
beginning to ‘catch on’ throughout 


Wisconsin Colleges. 


More and more schools are becom- 
ing interested in this plan whereby 
students get a chance to help instruct- 
ors improve their quality of teaching. 

A report was given to the regional 
convention on the success of the pro- 
gram at Milwaukee State Teachers 
college. 


The plan as it was initiated here, 
was entirely voluntary, with 65% of 
the faculty taking advantage of it. 
Grading sheets were handed out by 
the individual faculty members and 
each one compiled his own results. 

It was pointed out by Lorraine Wil- 
cott of MSTC, that there was still a 
definite misconception prevalent con- 
cerning faculty evaluation, an idea 
which is dangerous in inaugrating 
such a plan. Lorraine emphasized that 
the basic reason for the survey is not 
to get rid of unpopular faculty mem- 
bers. “The idea is to improve the gen- 
eral level of instruction, and let teach- 
ers know that students are interested 
in their education.” 

The convention resolved that a fac- 
ulty evaluation coordinator should be 
appointed for the region to serve as 
information center on faculty eva!- 
uation work in the state. - 

The Regional Executive Committee 
has appointed Dick Burkhardt of 
MSTC to the position. He will short- 
ly send out a questionaire to see how 
many Wisconsin schools now have 
such an evaluation program, and how 
many without faculty rating would be 


» 
‘interested in such a program. 
Other schools in the region, which 


have faculty rating include the Uni- 


versity of Wisconsin, where it is being 
used in the Integrated Liberal Stud'es 
program, and the University of Mar- 
quette. 

A mimeographed booklet on fac- 
ulty rating by Eugene Schwartz and 
Richard Medalie is available through

accident in Stout in the fall of 1929. 

- this letter to the Stovtonia he re- 

lates what happened. 

| “Back in the fall of '29. three prom- 

ising Superiorites migrated to Stout. 

They were Herman “Lovey” Buros, 

Vern Wright, and Andy Borg. Andy 

had aspirations to play football, and 

therefore was among those who re- 
ported for practice the first day. Live 
tackling as ordered on this first-day 
out, and near tragic results are still 
fresh in the minds of most of us who 

were in school that fall. . 

“Andy collided with Henry “Hank” 
Harmon, and suffered a fractured 
neck. He spent many weeks in the 
hospital in Menomonie, and was re- 
turned to his home in November of 
1929. 

“When, last fall, one of Superior 
State’s football players received a 
similar injury, Andy was able to give 


him living proof that a comeback, is 


possible. Knowing that Harmon was 
in Juneau, Alaska, I sent him a news- 
paper article telling of Borg’s morale- 
boosting talk with ae, the SSTC 
player. 

“Enclosed is eamnaal s reply, which 
will interest many of those who knew 
him. It is particularly fitting that you 
have it since it tells of his recent 
promotion from the field of teach- 
ing to that of Public Welfare

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when they ec me that Andy’s neck 
was broken and that his chances for 
recovery were very slim. From time 
to time I have heard about Andy and 
have been. pssured that the injury did 
not stay permanent and that he had 
become active in sports after recover- 
ing from the injury. I hope that this 
man, Mike Galgan, has as equally a 
su ul recovery as Andy had. 

“It has been. a long time since we 
were together back at good old Stout 
and lots of. things have happened 
since that time. I taught Industrial 
Arts here’in the city of Juneau for 
fourteen years and enjoyed every 
minute of it. Opporunities for better 
positions were coming at me from 
right and left, and I finally accepted 
the directorship of the Territorial 
Department of Public Welfare. I took 
over this position on June 1, 1949. I 
must say that it is very interesting 
work, but it is not nearly active 
enough for me. As age is also creep- 
ing up on me, however, I will prob- 
ably be happy to have such a position 
in a few years from now. 

“How about dropping me a few 
lines and if possible a snap shot? I 
would also be very interested in 
knowing something about the reha- 
bilitation of handicapped civilians 
which you are working on. We have 
né rehabilitation program here in

The last student governing board 
meeting of the school year was held 
in the trustees’ room at 6:30 p.m. 
with Warren Barberg presiding. Pre- 
sent at the meeting were the officers; 
Barberg, Krushas, Archie; past of- 
ficers, Phillips, Waltzer, Poellinger; 
class representatives, Manson, Banks, 
Transgrud, next year’s representat- 
ives, Raisler, Amacher, Schiferl; and 
Mr. Arneson, chairman of Student 
Affairs committee, and Dean Antrim, 
Dean of Women. 

Warren Phillips, chairman of the: 
Tower committee, presented several 
means of increasing Tower income 
as developed by his committee, which 
was made up of three Board members 
and the Tower editor and business 
manager. Phillips was given a vote 
of confidence on the following sug- 
gestions: selling local advertising for 
the Stout directory, charging a 
straight $15 per page rather than the 
present rate of $25 given to organiz- 
ations using more than one page, and 
having a standard cover for the 
Tower which would save approxi- 
mately $100 per year.

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Stout Delegate Takes Part 

In Group Discussions On 

Professional Problems 

“Current Issues in Higher Educa- 
tion’’ was the overall theme of the fifth 
annual conference on higher education, 
held in Chicago on April 17 through 
19. Dr. Oetting, chairman of the De- 
partment of Education and key mem- 
ber of the department of Higher Edu- 
cation of the National Education Asso- 
ciation on the campus, represented the 
Stout Institute at this conference, which 
was attended by about nine hundred 
men and women representing six hun- 
dred colleges and universities in all 
parts of the nation. 


The conference was divided into 
thirty-five study groups, with from 
twenty to thirty members in each group. 

Topics discussed in the groups varied 
from “Who Should Go to College’ to 
“Financial Support of Higher Educa- 
tion” and ‘Accreditation.’” Dr. Oetting 
was a member of a study group which 
was composed of members of various 
professions. The group, in-five two-hour 


sessions in two days, discussed and 


came to some agreement on general 
topics. These agreements were brought 
out at the general meetings in which 
all participated. Typical of the topics 
discused are these, which were given 
thorough study in the group with which 
Dr. Oetting- worked: 


1. What are the protessions? 
2. Evolution of professional education. 
3. The professions in the United 
States census. 
4. Supply of, and demand for, pro- 
fessional personnel. 
5. Selection and admission of stu- 
dents. 
6. Objectives of 
professions. 
. Content of instruction. 
. Methods of instruction. 
. The role of general education. 
10. Patterns of professional education. 
11. Control and accreditation.

Considerable time was spent on the 
subject of curriculum. Seven study 
groups spread their efforts over such 
areas as objectives, content and or- 
ganization of general education, eval- 
uation of the current programs in gen- 
eral education, and the teacher in gen- 
eral education. 

Such, problems as preparation of col- 
lege teachers and preparing elemen- 
tary and secondary school teachers re- 
ceived special emphasis in the work of 
the groups. 

Professional education, it was point- 
ed out, can well begin early in the col- 
lege career and can sometime be pre- 
sented reconcurrently with general ed- 
ucation. 

Education for civic responsibilities 
was recognized and student govern- 
ment was suggested as a “laboratory” 
for applying these responsibilities. 

With respect to religion, it was sug- 
gested that “every teacher should treat 
with respect the religious convictions of 
his students, even if the teacher does 
not hold these convictions.” 

Under the heading of faculty, the 
groups discussed and agreed that the 
only way to meet this program was to 
carry on this evaluation in an intel- 
ligent and constructive manner, with 
the approval and support of the faculty 
members themselves. The conference 
also concluded that special teacher 
oaths are a threat to educational free- 
dom. 

The financing of higher education is 
a perennial problem. The study group 
advises institutions of higher education 
not to go into business ventures in 
competition with tax-paying and gift- 
giving enterprises. 

Information regarding the program, 
significant addresses made by speak- 
ers, and complete preliminary reports 
on the conference may be seen in the 
library where the report is housed in 
the reserved section. 


The topics treated by the whole con-| ff 


ference group fall into four broad 
classes: the students, the curriculum, 


the faculty, and the organization and I 


administration of higher education. 
Some highlights of the findings on 


these issues may be of interest to 


readers: 
After much consideration of the ques- 


tion, “Who Should Go to College?” it 


was concluded that “post high school 
education should be made available 
to every qualified citizen,’’ though the 
group recognized the need for careful 
selection of students in accordance with 
the purposes and facilities of the insti- 
tutions which they are to attend. 

The four common educational bar- 
riers — economic, geographical, racial, 
and religious — were considered and 
suggestion made for clearing these bar- 
riers.
